Schott and his aids were satisfied with 
the returns of Saturday and Sunday, 
adverse elements being considered. 

A cold Saturday failed to dull the urge 
for Coney that has been characteristic 
of residents of the Greater Cincinnati 
area for several generations. Sunday 
was warmer, brought larger crowds and 
today promised to give the big resort its 
usual Decoration Day attendance. The 
company’s steamer, Island Queen, made 
many heavily laden trips, first load on 
formal opening day, Saturday, having 
been 600, a favorable comparison with 
other years. 

Moonlite Garden, spacious ballroom,

Vaude Out of Hipp 
As Aid to Palace 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Probably com- 
ing as an effort to remove some of the 
competition to the @alace, RKO will pull 
vaude out of the Hippodrome next Satur- 
day (June 4). The house has been. play- 
ing eight acts and pictures against the 
recently instituted policy of 10 acts and 
shorts at the Palace at pop prices. 

Aside from the Palace angle there is 
no other reason for the dropping of 
Stage shows at the big Sixth avenue 
house. It has been showing a consistent 
profit, while, since and before going 
grind, the Palace has been deeply in the 
red. 

Starting next Saturday admissions at 
the Hipp will be 15 cents mornings, 20 
cents afternoons and 35 cents top eve- 
nings. The Palace week-day top is 75 
cents and $1 Saturdays and Sundays. 
While Paris Sleeps, a first run, will in- 
augurate the straight picture policy at 
the Hippodrome. 

With the Hipp out of the “flesh” run- 
ning, the Palace still has the Paramount, 
Capitol, Roxy and State for stage-show 
competition. Despite a %9,000 show, 
$4.000 cheaper than the first srind bill, 
the Palace again dropped heav.ly in the 
week which ended last night. 


Great Outlet Is Furnished 
By the Amusement Industry 


Small-coin devices have caught the public fancy tremen- 
dously, according to Department of Commerce of ficial— 
manufacturers’ sales more than double in four years 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—One of the 
impressive lessons taught in the develop- 
ment of the coin-machine industry, ac- 
cording to Eric T. King, chief of the spe- 
cialties division, U. S. Department of 
Commerce, is the extent to which volume 
in money wiil result from attractions 
that draw the smaller coins, pennies and 
nickels, out of the pockets of the public. 

While the automat in eating places, 
the vending of apples and other fruits, 
and the very many other uses along com- 
mercial lines, strictly, to which the auto- 
matic machine contributes, represents a 
great volume of business today, it is 
probably the amusement industry, such 
as that served by The Billboard, that 
furnishes the biggest outlet for coin- 
machine activity, Mr. King continued. 
For, as he pointed out, whether it be 
during a planned excursion or during the 
few minutes available at lunch and other 


away-from-business periods, the oppor- 
tunity afforded by these machines for a 
bit of diversion when the mind is not on 
serious business or professional problems, 
has caught the public fancy tremen. 
dously. 

A strong feature in favor of the coin 
machine is its availability, he asserted, 
as it can be located at so many different 
places where people are apt to gather. 
The great number of games which may 
be placed in hotels, on steamers, in wait- 
ing rooms, at stations of rail and bus 
terminals, at parks, beaches, fairs and 
expositions, wherever the crowd gathers 
for recreation, afford an outlet for the 
amusement impulse, and help to while 
away otherwise possibly tedious minutes. 
Then, from the psychological standpoint, 
such entertainment tends to promote 
friendly rivalry and good fellowship. The

Lower-priced ducats again exempted from levy—now up 
to conference committee—legit loses amendment by 11 
votes—will continue fight—sales tax looms

FITCHBURG, Mass., May 30.— 
The members of Local 86, IATSE, 
of Fitchburg, have set an example 
for others to follow. 

The single members have voted 
to step aside this summer and give 
the stage work at the Whalom Park 
summer theater to their married 
members who have dependents. 

The stage productions of the For- 
rest L. Abbott Players will be 
worked entirely by the married men, 
Only in an emergency will single 
members work any of the shows. 


NEW YORK, May 30.—The ticket tax, 
in an again modified form, passed the 
Senate last Thursday, and now awaits 
only the conference committee between 
House and Senate and the Presiden’s 
signature before becoming a law. Legit, 
fighting to be exempted from the 10 per 
cent admissions tax on the grounds that 
such a levy would mean the virtual ruin 
of a cultural force and would only bring 
in under $1,000,000 to the treasury out of 
the huge amount needed, lost out. The 
movies, on the other hand, won their 
fight to have exemption raised above the 
10-cent level at which it was fixed by 
the Senate Finance Committee. Exemp- 
tion was raised to 40 cents, which cuts 
many millions of dollars off the expected 
revenue. and allows all cheaper movie 
houses to go untaxed. 

Legit, however, is continuing its fight 
to get exemption from the back-breaking 
tax. That the industry made an im- 
pression on the senators is shown in 
the fact that when Senator Wayner of 


New York introduced his amendment 
providing for exemption for legit it was 
defeated by the narrow margin of 39 
to 28. 

There are two ways in which legit can 
still hope to avert the tax burden. The 
first is at the conference between rep- 
resentatives of the House and of the 
Senate, at which a compromise tax meas. 
ure will be drawn up. The second is if 
a general sales tax is eventually decided 
on. If the sales tax comes up, legit will 
claim that the 10 per cent admissions 
tax is, in effect, a sales tax, and that it 
is unjust discrimination to charge one 
industry 10 per cent and all other in- 
dustries the lower percentage set in the 
general bill. At present, feeling in both 
House and Senate is swinging around to- 
ward the general sales tax, and hope is 
by po means entirely dead, 

Indefatigable in the cause of legit in 
the Senate have been Senators Wagner, 
Smoot, Pat Harrison, Copeland and many 
others. 


Airport Amusements Spreading; 
Opportunities for Tent Shows 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—The recent 
accommodation by officials of the Hoover 
Airport (just across the Potomac from 
Washington and at the end of high- 
way bridge. a principal route to Vir- 
ginia) of the Johnny J. Jones Exposition 
for a week’s stand served to direct 
attention emphatical to the poten- 


tialities of airports for circus and car- 


nival purposes in the future. The 
Hoover Airpori has unused land adjoin- 
ing and a part of the airport territory 
available for such a purpose. Smaller 
circuses and carnivals, fortunate enough 
to get concessions from airport manage- 
ments where it happens, as in the local 
case, there is a field unused for flying

Coney Island park’s open- 
ing shows master hand in 
preparations for season 


NEW YORK, May 30—Luna Park, 
Coney Island, opened Saturday to cool 
but clear weather, with a sizable turn- 
out on hand. With less than a month 
in which to prepare for its second bow 
under his helm, Manager Rex D. Billings 
has done a masterful job, for which no 
little credit is due John (No. 1) Guelfi, 
able superintendent now and under the 
Johnson-Dundee regime for these 30 
years. 

Decoration scheme, red and white with 
tints of green, is more ‘perfect, visually, 
than it has ever been. Towers and 
minarets stand out in rhythmic archi- 
tectural splendor. As for lighting, Luna 
has always been one of the sparkling 
gems, and this season it is easily one of 
the two or three most brilliantly illumi- 
nated parks here or abroad.

Groups Finally Set Tieup 


Long negotiations culminated—group of seven to pick 
plays—move is seen as possible first step in consolida- 
tion of the two major circuits 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Final arrangements have been made between the 
Shuberts, Erlangers and the Theater Guild whereby the road subscription groups 


of the Guild and Shuberts will be combined next season. 


This move almost sub- 


stantiates the oft-repeated Broadway rumors to the effect that the two major 
circuits are close to a deal which will tie up their out-of-town houses under one 


booking head. 
Murry of Shuberts and Gus Pitou of the 
templated. Both booking managers de- 
clare that the combining of subscription 
lists will in no way interfere with the 
usual routine excepting in those cities 
where the system is in effect. Both the 
Shuberts and the Guild have been en- 
gaged for the last few years in a more 
or less bitter competition which has been 
both costly and harmful to both sides. 
The new subscription merger, which can 
be construed as an armistice, will also 
prove a blessing to the indie showman, 
who with this new formation will be en- 
abled to participate by sending out his 
offerings, providing they meet with the 
approval of the committee, and reap 
some of the benefits of a prepaid audi- 
ence in each of the twelve cities covered 
by the subscription lists. 


The new merger provides for the for- 
mation of a new organization to be 
known as the American Theater Society, 
end in each one of the 12 cities one 
house will be designated, whether oper- 
ated by the Shuberts or Erlangers, in 
which the shows under the sponsorship 
of the Society will be shown. A com- 
mittee of seven will be appointed by 
the members of the new organization to 
designate which plays shall be sent on 
the road. 


As remarked several months ago by 
Charles Fisk, coreceiver of the Shuberts, 
when the idea was first suggested, the 
move is an advantageous one for all 
three parties concerned, providing, how- 
ever, that the Shubert Corporation is 
still in the production field next season. 
Which statement could only be construed 
as meaning that one of the main reasons 
for the consummation of the deal was 
the extraordinary scarcity of available 
plays for the road during the past season. 
This scarcity was slightly eased for the 
Guild by the adding of offerings from 
Giibert Miller and John Golden. 


The two rival subscription lists grew 
“out of a disagreement the Guild and 
Shubert offices had several seasons ago, 
with the Shuberts retaliating by a stren- 
uous drive for their own subscribers, 
when shortly after the squabble the 
Guild switched its booking allegiance 
to the Erlanger fort. 


Whether or not this new move will 
really lead to the single booking of road 
legit houses is being mulled over by the 
indie managers, who have for the last 
10 years felt that the latter would prob- 
ably be a huge help in the salvation of 
the road. But they point out that with 
the many houses controlled by both 
sides and each side loath to give up their 
theaters in favor of the other, such an 
ideal state is not at all likely. However, 
the indies feel that with the present 
weak financial conditions of both chains, 
plus the repeated demands of the indies 
for single office bookings and the recent 
combining of subscription lists, the im- 
mediate realization of the project seems 
a possibility. 


CHICAGO, May 28.— Announcement 
made here Friday that the Dramatic 
League of Chicago and the Theater Guild 
of New York had merged under the name 
of the American Theater Society was re- 
ceived with much interest on the rialto. 

The announcement issued here states 
that the merger not only brings together 
the two drama organizations, uniting the 
Shubert and Erlanger interests in a plan 
of co-operative booking, but also marks 
the end of conflict in the subscription 
ficld between the League and the Guild. 
Under the new plan, subscribers to both 
of the old organizations will be pre- 
sented with a single program of plays to 
be given in one theater here. The society 
will invite all producers to submit plays, 
it is stated, and a committee of seven 
will pass upon them, 

The Dramatic League, which the Shu- 
berts sponsored, was organized here in 
1929, and now has about 10,000 members. 
The Guild has about 15,000 members.

Pasadena Houses Drop Ads 


LOS ANGELES, May 28.—As a substi- 
tute for the newspaper ads withdrawn 
because of a rate increase, the two Fox 
houses and 11 indies of Pasadena are co- 
operatively publishing a theater shopping 
guide which is distributed free to every 
home. 

Original intention of the organized 
managers was simply to win their point 
in the re-establishment of the drama 
section after the Pasadena paper had 
withdrawn it coincident with giving the 
theaters a commercial rate. But when 
they found their minimum ads had no 
éffect on the box office, decision was to 
keep them that way. 

Whole thing started when paper noti- 
fied of rate increase. Managers then 
asked for commercial rate without pub- 
licity squibs, but later demanded the 
free space. Newspaper refused on grounds 
their readers weren’t interested in the 
drama copy anyway, and managers re- 
plied that if this were the case they 
were wasting their money in the wrong 
medium. In addition to throwaways, 
houses will go in for billboards. 


Playwright Race 


LONDON, May 17.—Another stage 
in the Pimnero-Shaw playwriting 
marathon, which has been going on 
for 40 years, will be reached this 
week when Sir Arthur Wing 
Pinero’s new offering, “A Cold 
June,” will be presented at the 
Duchess. For some years Pinero 
led with a total of 33 produced plays 
to his credit, but George Bernard 
Shaw drew level with “The Apple 
Cart” and then beat Pinero with 
“Too True To Be Good” when the 
latter was produced in New York 
recently. Now the rivals are level, 
with 34 plays apiece to their credit. 


Paris Cirque Medrano Makes 
Play for Mix, Lloyd, Chaplin 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Dante Ospiri, 
who operates abroad as the exclusive 
agent for the Cirque Medrano in Paris, 
has communicated with Paul Durand 
here to attempt to obtain Tom Mix, 
Harold Lloyd and Charlie Chaplin for 
the Parisian house. 

Durand has been authorized to offer 
Mix 6,000 francs ($240) and 40 per cent 
of the net gross daily; Lloyd, 8,000 
francs ($320) and 50 per cent of the 
met gross daily, and Chaplin, 15,000 
francs ($600) and 60 per cent of the net 
gross daily. 

Ospiri pointed out in his communica- 
tion that when Grock appeared at the 
Cirque Medrano, which seats 2,700, he 
played to 1,318,990 francs on the week, 
which at the current rate of exchange 
figures at $52,759.60. The house raised 
its box-office prices for this engagement. 


Alabama MPO Take Cut 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 28.—Union 
motion picture machine operators in the 
Publix-Wilby houses in Alabama have 
voluntarily joined other employees in 
taking a salary cut which is effective 
at once and is the first made by this 
group. Reductions are 10 per cent on 
first $30 or under, and 15 per cent on 
second $30 or under per week. 

Operators willingly accepted the re- 
duction despite contracts, according to 
Richard Kennedy, city manager of Pub- 
lix-Wilby theaters. Kennedy stdted that 
similar cuts were made recently in Pub- 
lex-Kincey theaters in North Carolina 
and the Palmetto Theaters, Inc., in South 
Carolina. 


Fire in Paris Film Studio 


PARIS, May 16.—Early Monday morn- 
ing fire gutted several buildings at the 
studios of the Tobis Klang Film at Epi- 
nay, a suburb of Paris. Several valuable 
films and negatives were destroyed. 
Damage is estimated at $120,000.

DETROIT, May 30.—Attendance, both 
as to numbers and the _ professional 
standing of participants, exceeded ex- 
pectations by far at the Fourth Annual 
Conference of the Society of American 
Magicians, which closes its three-day ses- 
sion here tonight at the Statler Hotel. 

WRile important business sessions are 
yet to be held today, at which several 
controversial subpects may be brought 
up for discussion, thus far the spirit has 
been not only friendly as regards the 
various assemblies of the SAM, but there 
has been manifested on several occasions 
an unusually kindly feeling towards the 
two other magical organizations, the 
IMC and IBM, whose conventions will 
begin on Wednesday at Kalamazoo, 

«Mich., and Kenton, O., respectively. 

A rather convincing indication of the 
absence of antagonism between the SAM 
and IMC was the presence here, as a 
guest, of Harry Blackstone, IMC presi- 
dent. Among outstanding members of 
the old guard in attendance at the va- 
rious functions here are Nate Leipsig 
and T. Nelson Downs. This was reported 
to be the first appearance of Leipsig at 
a conclave of a magical society. 

The official proceedings of the con- 
ference were prologec by a radio frolic 
over Station WJR Friday night, the pro- 
gram, being conceived by Al Munroe, and 
with retiring President W. C. (Dorny) 
Dornfield acting as m. c. in introducing 
local magicians and several of the ad- 
vance guard. 


Saturday’s program was highlighted by 
a visit by most of the convention par- 
ticipants and guests to the home of W.

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S WE go perspiring but with en- 
thusiasm undimmed thru the towns 
« and cities of the Middle West in 
search of a place where the word “shake- 
up” is unknown, we are struck with the 
diabolic tricks fate has been playing on 
that corner of the show business occu- 
pied by the RKO offices. Since Ken Mur- 
ray got his first shave this vaudeville 
outfit has not been secure against the 
undefended invasions of shakeups. If we 
were a booker, a clerk or trained in any 
of the callings upon which RKO calls for 
man power, we would rather, by far, be 
employed at a considerably lower salary 
by any of several other organizations 
than this one, touted as the glorification 
of all that is modern and_  super- 
efficient in the show business. And still 
inspiring its unwilling stockholders to 
laugh bitterly at the impulse that led 
them to pile up on RKO wallpaper. 
The latest shakeup in the Palace Thea- 
ter Building removed men from the ranks 
who we assume were pretty well con- 
vinced that they had weathered the worst 
storm of all. The Billboard story of the 
blast that sent six men into the street 
hinted that there may be further shake- 
ups. Apparently, Harold B. Franklin is 
not constituted differently from his prede- 
cessors on the RKO firing line. Franklin 
has not yet accomplished the most im- 
portant duty expected of a man of his 
caliber. He should, above all else, inspire 
those in his organization with confidence 
in its future. By adding to the shakeup 
toll he might not be doing precisely the 
reverse. But as close to it as one can 
come without actually telling his men 
that they are working for a munitions 
plant rather than a theater circuit. 
RKO can obtain at this time real ef- 
ficiency, enterprise and initiative from its 
employees only thru a miracle. Miracles, 
we are told, ceased to happen after the 
period covered by the New Testament. 
An RKO employee, under present condi- 
tions, cannot and perhaps should not be 
expected to plan for the future. With 
jobs as uncertain as they appear to be 
in the vaude and theater-operating de- 
partments, the practical man employed 
therein thinks moétly of his pay envelope 
and at other times of looking for a new 
job where he won't be playing a game 
of hide and go seek with the official 
bouncer.

They give 
as one reason for their belief the fact 
that thru the new arrangement out-of- 
town theatergoers will be able to obtain 
preferred seat locations at less than 
box-office prices thru subscribing for the 
season’s series of plays, an item regarded 
as of considerable importance in restor- 
ing interest in the theater. To us it 
seems the sphere of influence of the 
Guild and League is too limited to exert 
any appreciable effect upon the “road” 
in the manner suggested. It may, how- 
ever, lead to the spread of the “organized 
audience” idea to small cities and towns 
and thus provide a means for reviving 
traveling attractions.

Stagehands Frost 
Depression Shows 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Equity’s pro- 
posal that the members of current 
Broadway attractions give free shows to 
the unemployed struck a snag when 
members of Local No. 1 of the IATSE 
voted against the idea and refused to 
contribute their services. The union 
countered with a proposal that several 
of its members would volunteer to work 
one show free if it were held in. Madison 
Square Garden. 

Every other branch of the legit, man- 
agers, actors, authors, composers, box- 
office men and ushers, had already signi- 
fied their willingness to participate in 
the project, which was similar to that 
carried out during the late war when 
the idea was first started to keep up 
the spirits of the citizens. Frank Gill- 
more, president of Equity, first suggested 
the present move to the members of the 
New York Theater League, who enthu- 
siastically agreed to the use of their 
shows, and tentative arrangements had 
already been made with various benevo- 
lent organizations for the distribution of 
tickets to the so-called “white collar” 
unemployed who had in the past been 
patrons of the theater, but due to ad- 
versity had been forced to refrain from 
attending. 

The result of the stagehands’ adverse 
decision on the question of contributing 
to the generous gesture on the part of 
the legit profession as a whole was re- 
ceived with deep regret by the members 
of Equity and those managers who had 
agreed to foster the idea. 

James Brennan, president of the local, 
declared that the decision of the mem- 
bers may be reversed at a subsequent 
meeting, but held out little hope for this 
prospect.

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Godfrey's Position Assured, 
Altho Rumored He’s on Skids 


Harold Franklin denies Godfrey ouster was ever con- 
templated—friction between operating and booking de- 
partments causes Martin Beck to hurry back from Europe 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Despite persistent rumors to the contrary, George A. 
Godfrey will remain with RKO second to Martin Beck in executive charge of the 


circuit’s vaude booking office, 


This assurance of Godfrey’s position was made by 
Harold B. Franklin, president of RKO theaters. 


The spread of malicious talk and 


increasing conflicts between the booking office and certain members of the operat- 


ing department, however, have prompted 


Beck to curtail his European trip by 15 


days. He will arrive here next Sunday, and his return promises an explosion that has 


been in the offing for some time. The 
rumors as to Godfrey being out were 
broadcast this week more so than any 
other week since he returned to the 
circuit in an official capacity. There 
were a number of individuals making the 
rounds Thursday willing to lay odds 
of five to one that Godfrey would be 
out by June 15. When approached on 
this by a Biliboiard reporter, H. B. 
Franklin first denied the rumor em- 
phatically and then asked the news 
seeker why he didn’t grab some of the 
bets. Franklin remarked that he would 
have underwritten them. Later Franklin 
called on Godfrey to assure him that 
there was no truth to the rumors. 

Franklin's. denial came soon after a 
cable was received from Beck which 
stated that he was sailing Monday (May 
30) from Cherbourg on the Bremen. He 
originally intended to leave June 14. It 
ss also known that Beck cabled his 
lawyer, Max Steuer, to keep informed 
on the situation. 

This propaganda came from such 
sources as to prompt Godfrey, ordinarily 
a quiet sort of individual, to become 
fighting mad. He openly declared that 
this time he wasn’t going to turn his 
other cheek but would put up a battle. 
He plans to demand of Beck when he 
returns that dismissal notices be given 
to a number of circuit employees who 
have proved their disloyalty to the 
present setup. 

Since Beck left for Europe Godfrey 
has been experiencing trouble with the 
operating department. It is probable 
that Beck will make an issue of this and 
attempt to make the. booking office a 
department distinct from the operating 
group, besides demanding that several 
members of the operating department be 
let out. If Beck wins out in his de- 
mands, there will be at least two offi- 
cials getting their notices. The things 
that have riled the booking office in- 
clude the ruling that the operating de- 
partment should pass on all acts get- 
ting $1,000 or more, and changing 
policies of theaters without consulting 
the bookers. 


Swindler Working Midwest 


ST. LOUIS, May 28.—A man giving the 
name of Bob Holton, is touring the Mid- 
Gle West; mulcting college boys of their 
savings on the promise of landing them 
a job with a revue act he is framing for 
vaudeville. Local lad was swindled of

records of an Iowa boy being caught for 
$120 in cash by the same racket guy. 
Swindler is described as a good accordion 
player, about 5 feet, 7 inches, weighing 
around 140 pounds. Is of dark com- 
plexion and dresses neatiy.

Combs his hair 
straight back and plasters it flat. Has 
slight bald streak on cach side of head. 


Harry Berry Unit Closes 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 28.—After a 
solid route of 22 weeks for Paramount- 
Publix in the Southeast territory, Harry 
Berry’s SunKist Vanities closes at the 
Tennessee Theater here tonight. Berry's 
troupe will leave at once for a vacation 
in New England, then start bookings in 
that territory and Eastern Canada, com- 
mencing June 27. M. E. Berry is in ad- 
vance of the company, while Harry Berry, 
Miss Theo Keith, the Melody Trio and 
Rosita and Berez are featured. 


American Acts Score 
Heavily in London 


LONDON, May 17.—Kitchen Pirates, 
American adagio dancers, with Peggy 
Taylor and Gary Leon featured, scored 
a solid hit at the Palladium, where they 
made their debut with the most sensa- 
tional act of its kind yet seen in Eng- 
land. 

Act is here for two weeks and is 
doubling with the Savoy Hotel.

NEW YORK, May 28.—Warner’s vaude 
time will drop to less than three weeks 
when Keeney’s, Elmira, N. Y., and the 
Capitol, Wheeling, W. Va., go straight 
pictures the weeks of June 11 and 18, 
respectively. Both houses have been 
playing five acts on last halves. 


Indie O perators 
Nut Foisted on 


NEW YORK, May 28.—While the major 
circuits are crying the blues about busi- 
ness in general—and biz in the vaude 
theaters in particular—indie operators 
are of quite the contrary demeanor. This 
goes for both vaudefilm and straight 
picture theater owners. 

One operator answered the question, 


“Why?”, by saying, “We know how to 
operate theaters cheaply. while the 
chains both don’t and can’t.” He added 


that indie theaters do not have to worry 
about high rentals, nor bear the expense 
of maintaining an expensive h. 0., or 
pay the high salaries of chair-warming 
executives. 

Few indie vaudefilmers have a total 
nut of more than $6,000 weekly, while 
the majority average around $5,000. The 
straight picture houses are usually in 
clover after the first $2,000 have passed 
the till. In chain operation, however, 
the figures on operating expenses are 
usually more than double that of indie 
theaters. This is a tough handicap 
right at the start of every week, but yet

a tougher one is that some chain thea- 
ters are in the hands of officials thou- 
sands of miles away, who at times know 
nothing about local conditions but yet 
have everything to say in regard to how 
the theaters should be operated. 

The expenses of an indie theater are 
right in the theater at all times, and not 
in a home office. There are no fixed 
h.-o. charges, which, in a good many 
cases, is just about the margin of profit 
of a chain house. An indie theater own- 
er is usually his own house manager and 
handles his own publicity and advertis- 
ing. In chains, however, a theater man- 
ager has to answer up the line from dis- 
trict manager to divisional manager to 
divisional director to general manager 
and finally to the president of the cir- 
cuit. In between he hears from and 
about the exploitation and advertising 
heads. The operation of his house comes 
in a stereotyped sheaf of paper sent out 
by the h. o. weekly, and for which his 
theater pays a certain excessive amount 
towards maintaining the h. o. 


NBC-RKO in 
Club Merger 


Frances R. King returns 
to head circuit-radio unit 
—Sam Fallow out 


NEW YORK, May 28.—RKO and NBC 
have finally formed their long-awaited 
joint club-booking department, and have 
named Frances Rockefeller King as its 
head. This move came after having been 
talked of since last October, and marks 
the return of Miss King to RKO after an 
absence of three years, during which 
time she headed her own private enter- 
tainment bureau. Sam Fallow, present 
head of RKO’s club outfit, and his staff 
have been given their notices, to take 
effect next Saturday. 

The new club department will be 
quartered in the Palace Theater Building. 
Miss King will be able to draw on NBC's 
radio artists and RKO’s vaude talent. 
She will be directly responsible to John 
Royal, representing NBC, and Martin 
Beck, RKO’s vaude managing director. 

It was just about three years ago that 
Miss King was let out or RKO’s club- 
booking department, a move that was a 
complete surprise to the trade, inasmuch 
as she was doing exceptionally well. Since 
her letout the circuit's club department 
has been a consistent loser. Her suc- 
cessors were Alf T. Wilton, Jules Delmar, 
Fdgar Benson and Sam Fallow, in the 
order named. 

Fallow’s present staff consists of Henry 
Sulkin, Paley Sanders, Lee Scott, - 
nette Berger, Neil Kirk, Frank Sheppard 
and Frank Mullane. 


European Acts for America 


PARIS, May 23.—Europe at the mo- 
ment appears to be overrun with agents 
and producers booking acts for the 
United States. Practically every novelty 
turn of any worth has received numerous 
offers and many have signed up. Many 
of these acts are worthy of a chance at 
the American field, but in many other 
cases acts and dance troupes that for 
novelty or ability in no way come up to 
similar acts or troupes in America are 
being grabbed up at salaries below the 
American standard. 

Among good acts headed for New York 
are the acrovatic duo, tne Athenas, and 
the Danish dancers, Viola Martin and 
Roses, who recently were seen by Earl 
Carroll at the Lido des Champs Elysees 
and signed up for his new revue. Carroll 
has seen about every act in town, but 
evidently few of them have caught his 
fancy. 


Vaude Out of Lincoln, Neb. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 28.—By the time 
this appears in print it is probable that 
flesh will have been discontinued at the 
Stuart Theater for the summer. Arthur 
Babisch’s Orchestra may also be discon- 
tinued, the contract having expired and 
having not yet been renewed. It was 
stated at the Lincoln Theater Corpora- 
tion office that the summer program 
had not been definitely decided, but the 
indications are that the house will go to 
straight pictures, with a 50 cents admis- 
sion instead of 60 cents.

Theater and cabaret shows 
are showing marked im- 
provement--booking shifts 


PARIS, May 23.—The vaudeville situa- 
tion in France has radically changed 
within the last few weeks and in geneyal 
offers a much more satisfactory field for 
good American acts. The improvement is 
due to the fact that the principal picture 
house circuits are increasing the number 
of theaters using “flesh,” and many of 
the cabarets are being forced to offer 
more and better attractions in an effort 
to lure the tourists who are becoming 
more and more difficult to please. A 
drastic shift in the ranks of the Paris 
booking agencies has also followed the 
change in policy of the picture houses. 

Since May 1 the Universum agency, 
Paris representative of Eddie Meyers, New 
York agent, has taken over the exclusive 
booking of the Gaumont Circuit, which 
new offers 10 weeks in Paris and France 
and which will shortly add two more 
houses using “flesh.” Teddy Erendthal, 
of the Universum, is in charge of the out- 
of-town bookings, while Michel Czernow 
looks after the booking and producing of 
the stage shows at the big Gaumont 
Palace in Paris. Universum also books 
the houses of the Scala concern in Berlin 
and in Copenhagen. 

The Pathe-Natan Circuit has recently 
been enlarged thru the acquisition of 
several theaters in Paris and out of town. 
Eight or more of these houses use “flesh.” 
The Portely Agency now books “flesh” 
for the Pathe-Natan as well as for the 
Empire and Bobino music halls in Paris. 
Rcttembourg & Goldin, who formerly 
booked this circuit, are still handling the 
Alhambra dates. 

Not much change in the Paramount 
circuit, excepting that a slightly better 
grade of acts is being offered. Among the 
cabarets now using “name” acts are the 
Ambassadeurs, Lido des Champs-Elysees, 
Ciro’s, Zelli’s, Bagdad, Boite au Matelots, 
Bricktop’s, and several of the summer 
dine and dance restaurants in the Bois 
de Boulogne. 

While there seems to be plenty of work 
in Europe for suitable American acts, it 
is well to note that the salaries offered 
are lower than in former seasons, altho 
living costs remain practically the same. 


Brooklyn Fox Hands Notices; 
Closing Date Not Definite 


NEW YORK, May 30.—The Fox Thea- 
ter, Brooklyn, has handed two-week no- 
tices to all employees, including stage- 
hands and musicians. However, no def- 
inite date has been set on closing the 
house, which has been in the red for 
some time and operation of which Fox 
relinquished to creditors a few months 
ago. The S. W. Strauss banking house is 
running the theater for the creditors. 
The house is opposition to the Para- 
mount, Albee and Mark Strand, and 
plays Fox films, F. & M. units and added 
vaude attractions. 


$4,700 Theater Holdup 


NEW YORK, May 30.—The Skouras 
Academy of Music, downtown vaude- 
filmer, was held up by two bandits last 
week, who forced the treasurer to open 
the safe and hand over $4,700, the week- 
end receipts Albert G. Crowe, the 
treasurer, was bound to a chair and his 
lips sealed with adhesive tape. He had 
to work his way to a telephone and 
knock it over to make his plight known. 


Des Moines on F&M Route 


NEW YORK, May 28.—The Paramount, 
Des Moines, will go on the-Fanchon & 
Marco route June 4 as a four-day first 
half. It will fall between Denver and 
Milwaukee, replacing Minneapolis, which 
is dropping stage shows for the summer. 


Acts Share Disputed Bit 


NEW YORK, May 28.—The dispute be- 
tween Bell, Waters and Stone and Gor- 
dan and Dear before the Joint Com- 
plaint Bureav Las been amicably settled. 
It was decided that both acts use the 
disputed bit in different forms.

Loew Loses 2 Unit 


Spots and 1 Vaude 


NEW YORK, May 28.—The Loew Cir- 
cuit loses three mére “flesh” spots, two 
de luxers and one vaudefilmer, next 
month. Vaude house is the Bay Ridge, 
Brooklyn, which will drop stage shows 
for the summer June 4 for a straight pic- 
ture policy. The de luxers are the Am- 
bassador, St. Louis, and Chicago, Chica- 
go; Publix houses, which will drop units 
June 17 and 24, respectively. 

The Chicago house was pulled off the 
de luxe tour by Publix in order that the 
latter could play its own stage shows 
there. With Chicago going out, Louis K. 
Sidney, Loew’s production head, canceled 
the St. Louis date because of the big 
jump it would necessitate from Detroit. 

In losing these two houses the de-luxe 


“time is boiled down to 10 weeks, consist- 


ing of the Capitol, Paradise, Bronx; Va- 
lencia, Jamaica; Jersey City, Baltimore, 
Washington, Detroit, Cleveland, Syracuse 
and Boston. With the Bay Ridge going 
out, Loew has but seven vaude weeks, 
the State, Metropolitan, Boulevard, Or- 
pheum, Gates, Pitkin, Triboro, Yonkers, 
Newark and Montreal.

Wills at the Bobino, and the Mangan 
Tillerettes at the Paramount. 

The Ambassadeurs opened last week 
with three bands and a show featuring 
Gambarelli and her dancers, Lowe Burn- 
hoff and Wensley and Harold and Lola. 
The American acrobatic dancer, Chick 
Dressler, is appearing with Mona, Tymga 
and Era at the Boite au Matelots. The 
quartet just finished a three months’ 
run at the Alhambra in Brussels and 
are returning to Belgium shortly. Zaidee 
Jackson heads the bill at Zelli’s and 
Olympe Bradna and the young American 
dancer, Irene Hilda, are at the Elysees- 
Gaumont. The Three Whirlwinds, fea- 
tured in the Casino de Paris revue, dou- 
ble at the Lido next week. 


Summer Halts Loew Auditions 


NEW YORK, May 28.—The Loew talent 
auditions will be thru for the summer 
after this week. They have been held 
once a week (Thursdays) since last fall, 
starting at the 46th Street, Brooklyn, 
and a couple of months ago were 
switched to the Pitkin, Brooklyn. 


“Ham” Temple Gets Vaude

In the 
meantime, the Grauman deal is definite- 
ly cold, Grauman having left for Holly- 
wood Thursday. He had been offered a 
long-term contract at a salary and per- 
centage, but the Roxy receivership dis- 
rupted the deal. The negotiations had 
been conducted thru Richard Hoyt, of 
the banking firm of Haydn, Stone & 
Company. 


The Roxy is handing out question- 
naire cards to patrons asking them 
whether they would like the theater to 
present condensed versions of noted 
operas. La Boheme, Madame Butterfly 
and Tosca are suggested as examples. 


Indie Tab Versions 
Folding for Summer 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Independently 
produced condensed versions of musicals 
appear to be washed up for the summer. 
Anatole Friedland’s Follow Thru has 
been shelved due to scarcity of dates, 
while his Fifty Million Frenchmen will 
probably be stored away for the hot 
spell. Marty Samper’s Good News has 
completed a string of dates, closing in 
Baltimore last week, with future dates 
uncertain. 

Only new musical tabloid is Rio Rita, 
which Loew is producing for its de luxe 
tour. 


Lil Bradley Pinched Again 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Lillian Bradley, 
local club booker, who has a long string 
of arrests to her name, has gotten into 
another jam and will come up for plead- 
ing in the Queens Court of Special Ses- 
sions this week, at which time a date 
for the trial will be set. 

Miss Bradley was arrested, along with 
two men and five girls, on charges of 
giving an indecent performance at an 
American Legion affair in Ridgewood, 
Brooklyn, April 16. They came up for 
hearing before Magistrate Marvin in the 
Fifth Magistrate’s Court, Queens, May 20. 
Due to her police record Miss Bradley's 
case was held for Special Sessions. 


Publix Deposits Funds 


NEW YORK, May 30. — Paramount- 
Publix has deposited with the Chase 
National Bank. as trustee, funds to pay 
the coupons due June 1 on its issue of 
6 per cent debentures. It has also de- 
livered to the trustee $750,000 par value 
of its 5'4 per cent debentures for can- 
cellation as of June 1 in fulfillment of 
the sinking fund requirements of that 
issue. 


There are presently 52 representatives 
Along with several agencies, it is 
highly probable that Beck will make at 
least one change in the present booking 
staff.

When the Agents’ Association was first 
formed, Beck asked that the salesmen be 
cut down to 25 offices. The governors of 
the association, however, effected a com.

office would be allowed on the booking 
floor at one time. This relieved the con- 
gestion fully as much as would have 
Beck’s original shakeup plan. 

The weeding-out to come, tho, will 
not take place because of congestion, but 
as a result of the malcontents. who have 
been doing everything possible in the 
last few weeks to upset the present 
regime.

Seven acts and triple headliners in the 
persons of Harry Hershfield, Zelma 
O'Neal and Jack Mulhall, movie star, are 
the order of things this week. Of the 
three only Hershfield deserves the dis- 
tinction. The RKO “purity squad” evi- 
dently were on their Memorial Day holi- 
day, as five out of the seven acts use 
some pretty blue gags. 

Honey Family opened. Not caught. 

Pettet and Douglas deuced. Two men, 
one a midget, dressed as gobs before a 
battleship drop, amused with cross-fire 
talk, some of which was quite old and 
blue. A song and tap dance by the 
small fellow gained much applause, and 
the dancing of both, closing the act, 
sent them off to a good hand. 

Harry Hershfield was the bright spot 
of the bill. His monolog, which took in 
prohibition, politics, Fords and jokes 
about his own people, was delivered in 
a@ pleasing manner and had the audience 
in a jovial mood. Julius Tannen, who 
was watching the act from the wings, 
was dragged on for a bow and succeeded 
in putting over a few clever quips and 
wisecracks. Scored heavily. 

Al K. Hall and Al K. Jr., with two 
uNbilled girls and a man, spread hokum, 
slapstick and tomfoolery all over the 
place. Action at times smacks of bur- 
lesque, but the audience relished it and 
laughs galore abounded. Junior is a 
clever dancer, this talent particularly 
showing in the “Trilby” routine. Big 
hand at close. 

Zelma O'Neal and Company got off to 
a bad staft, with Miss O’Neal singing an 
example of the worst in songwriting 
called Cheer Up, Nerts.

to the proverbial bone, and to further 
reduce expenses Charles E. Stone, leader 
of the pit boys, who has made many 
friends here with his good work, goes the 
way of all flesh at the end of this week. 
He will return to New York, and his place 
here will be filled by Jack Sprigg, now 
assistant leader. Today’s first show at- 
tendance was 2 noticeable improvement 
over last week. Charley Stone’s able pit 
crew overtures with a special arrange- 
ment of Rhapsody in Blue to swell re- 
sults. 

Joe Mandis Four, three men and a girl, 
give this better-than-average bill a dandy 
introduction. The four, in street attire, 
contribute a good brand of balancing, 
tumbling and knockabout acrobatics, 
working the latter from tables stacked 
three high. Work easily and inject just 
enough comedy. Above all—the turn is 
different. Bowed to a keen hand. 

Leon Janney, tow-headed boy actor of 
the movies, makes the deucer highly en- 
tertaining.

The Palace, New York

With the cooling system going full swing and free orange drinks being 
served to thirsty customers, the Palace started its third week as a grind. And, 
all things considered, there seems to be no reason why it shouldn’t be a suc- 
cessful week. If the attendance at this evening’s show means anything, it 
will be; the place was packed and they were standing in the back thruout 
the performance. 

It’s a fast-moving, well-balanced and generally excellent bill that’s serving 
to draw the customers in. There’s no emphasis on terrific names, but there 
is consistent entertainment. The layout gets off to a whirlwind start, slumps 
a little in the middle—where what names there are are spotted—and is given @ 
tremendous boost in next-to-closing by Bob Hope, one of the funniest of the 
funny men. Incidentally—-and this plays no small part in making it a well- 
knit show—the running time for the vaude is down to a flat two hours, as 
against the 165 minutes last week and the 150 minutes the week before. There 
can be too much of a good thing, and the Palace is at last finding that 
out. The present bill gives the customers just enough and not too much, 
which helps. 

A PORCELAIN ROMANCE, with Louise Gay, the Ganjou Brothers, Billy 
Hendricks, Miss Fourniere and Miss Evile, is one of the best and most sure- 
fire openers in the business. The short six-minute turn amounts to nothing 
more than an amazing adagio routine from Miss Gay, who is tossed about by 
the three men in a sensational manner. The act is tastefully mounted, and 
it almost scored a show-stop—which is something to write home about for the 
hello frame. 

BRITT WOOD followed with his harmonica and gave the mob eight minutes 
of plain and fancy blowing. He’s topnotch among the mouth organists and 
received a nice and deserved sendoff. 

MARION BELETT AND GIL LAMB were in trey-spot with their highly 
amusing Joe’s Place skit, which features the comedy antics and eccentric hoofing 
of Lamb and the whirlwind dancing of Miss Belett. Altho the material is 
something less than fresh, it is put over for all it’s worth by Lamb, who is a 
comedian for the musical comedy gentry to take note of. The two principals 
are given adequate assist by Bert Keyes, Bernice Goe and Carmen Agroz. The 
turn closes with a dance by Miss Pelett that should have pulled down the 
house—and it did. 

LITTLE JACK LITTLE is the first of the names to appear. He sits at the 
piano in front of a mike and sings three songs in his familiar style, and does 
one piano number, an arrangement of When the Moon Comes Over the Mountain, 
that is excellent. His keyboard work overshadows his warbling—unless you 
happen to be a fan of the whispering stuff he features. 

NORMAN THOMAS QUINTET, on next, is billed as A Jamboree of Harlem 
Mania—and it is. The Quintet is made up of two dancers, an ivory tickler, a 
tenor and a drummer. While all five do good work, it’s the drummer who 
makes the act. He’s a wow, contributing a tympani solo that wanders all over 
the stage and ends on the cymbal in the pit. The tenor and the dancers are 
also spotted for solos and make the most of them. 

SAMMY COHEN, late of the movies, wandered on in the next frame, his 
nose, like Cyrano’s, preceding him by a quarter of an hour. He gags amus- 
ingly enough—most of his stuff depends on overmugging—and finally intro- 
duces his wife, who sings Keeping Out of Mischief Now. His comedy dance 
that ends the turn sent him off to a show-stop. 

JEANNE AUBER?, fresh from Ed Wynn's The Laugh Parade, comes on next, 
alone, except for her accent. She sings four numbers, one of them a set encore, 
including You’re My Everything, I Want a Man, Gay Paree and I Love Love. 
Miss Aubert has a much better voice than the usual super-Gallic appeal lass, and 
a far more charming manner. Her handling of the Gay Paree number, in par- 
ticular, was excellent. The mob forced her to return to sing Oh, That Kiss. 

BOB HOPE, who is, in case you don’t know, one funny fellow, came out 
for his single here and threw them into the aisles. It’s hoke that he uses—but 
that hoke! It’s topical stuff—swift, clever and with a tremendous laugh con. 
tent that could make the Great Stone Face crack a smile. And, incidentally, he 
has an extremely pleasing personality. 

ANTICS OF 1932, which is Hope’s act and which he introduces at the end 
of his single, continues the belly-wows of the previous frame. Hope goes Phil 
Baker one better, having a pair of stooges in a pair of upper boxes, and they 
howl at one another across the auditorium during the heckling. In addition, 
there are two gals and another man, Louise Troxell, All Gillen and Johnny Peters 
The material was written by Al Boasberg, and it is in every way worthy of 
Hope’s talents. A wow of a laugh act.

Kerr and Ensign (mixed team) weren’t 
so forte in the deuce frame with their 
comedy, singing, musical and dancing 
turn. They lack material and an act. 
Might be that the fellow could get by 
with the right stuff, but the girl assist 
doesn’t show up well at all. Mild 
plaudits. 

Dave Gould’s Boys and Girls, 12 girls 
and five boys, followed for a pickup. 
One of those nice acts, staged okeh and 
put over all right by an able enough 
cast. Features are the couple who sing 
and dance and an acro girl. The others 
stick to ensembles. 

Seed and Austin, next-to-closing, reach 
the best heights of the show. Their 
familiar act is always a beaut laugh 
item, with Seed a thoro hoker. He’s a 
peach at that stuff, and his few acro 


bits are pips. Nice straight is played 
by Austin, as well as by an unbilled 
girl, who is on for a few minutes. 

Les Reis and Artie Dunn, now the 
CBS wandering minstrels, came on to an 
entrance hand in the closing spot. The 
boys do a neat neighb act of their har- 
mony singing, but they'd probably be 
better off without the p.-a. system. Lat- 
ter is used for the whole turn except in 
the Bound for the Bronz number, which 
was the best of the bunch. Got a pro- 
longed hand.

While the show is about average, with 
the exception of George Sidney, the busi- 
ness was still at a low ebb. 

Archie and Gertie Falls opened with 
a neat and clever line of ground acro- 
batics. Miss Falls’ posing on the rope 
was neatly done. Act closed to a nice 
hand. 

Russell and Armstrong, two men, just 
about filled the deuce spot with some 
patter that got few laughs. For a finish 
they went into comedy acrobatic dancing 
that got them bows at the close. 

Chester Fredericks, with Mary Dowling 
and Artley George, in a camping scene, 
gave a hodgepodge of everything that 
might bring out a laugh, but they were 
hard to get over. Duet dancing by the 
two girls and a song by one of them 
filled in nicely. Fredericks did a line 
of eccentric acrobatic dancing, and the 
act finished to good applause. 

Hill and Hoffman opened, with Hill 
at the piano, giving a line of work to 
show that the new songs are only copies 
of the old. He also introduced several 
imitations at the keys. Miss Hoffman 
rendered several vocal selections in fine 
voice, which put the act over nicely to 
an encore. 

George Sidney, one of the best known 
of the screen and stage stars, received 
a big hand on his appearance. The 
presentation opened with pictures depict- 
ing burlesque receptions given to Sid- 
ney on his way from Hollywood to New 
York, finishing with his entry. He opens 
with some patter which brings out 
laughs, then shows how pictures are 
made in Hollywood, which gets more 
laughs. He got a big hand at the close 
and encored with some patter. Went 
Over very nicely. 

Emily Von Losen and Company of 
five closed with a good flash presenta- 
tion. Feature excellent solo, duet and 
trio dancing. Miss Van Losen was par- 
ticularly good in her solo work. Kramer 
and Richman, Tucker and Johnson and 
Wania Foy were the others that carried 
the act along at a fast tempo. Scenic 
effects added greatly to the flash. Went 
off to fine hand and bows.

Eddie Schultz 
and his pit boys open the proceedings 
with a clever and novel overture. 

Vernon Rathburn, in the hello spot, 
offers pleasant entertainment with his 
Sax and dance turn. Rathburn, a 
graduate saxophone virtuoso, is assisted 
by four unbilled saxophonists. One of 
the girls does a tap specialty and an- 
other a comedy swan dance to fair ap- 
plause. The saxotet’s hit number was 
St. Louis Blues, which stopped the show. 
Encored with The Tiger Rag. Cast is 
three girls and two males. 

Edith Bow and an unbilled pianist fol- 
low. Miss Bow, with plenty of person- 
ality and a pleasant voice, offers three 
song specials that were heartily indorsed 
by the auditors, especially the Party Girl 
number, which serves as a neat getaway. 

Doctor Rockwell comes on to a neat 
reception and goes thru 15 minutes with 
his monolog. The pseudo physician dis- 
penses a line of chatter that is surefire. 
His delivery is in a style all his own and 
registers a record for laughs. The Elec- 
tric Trio, formerly known as_ the 
Merediths and more recently billed as 
the Dancing Adams, provide an excellent 
closer. The Adams team are graceful 
dancers, and with Rockwell working 
from the side the act grabbed all ap- 
plause honors. Rockwell’s hoking with 
Louise De Louis, third member of the 
trio, who burlesques an opera singer. 
caused a near riot. Business very good. 
The Office Girl is the screen attraction.

Not enough comedy on this bill. The 
third and fourth acts drew a few laughs 
and that was all.

Vaude was pre- 
ceded by a pleasant overture by John 
Gart’s pit men. But the Flesh Is Weak

Audrey Wykoff, acrobatic dancer, is as- 
sisted by her father and grai.ifather, who 
also dance. The three generations angle 
has a lot of audience appeal, while all 
three are good dancers in addition. Went 
cver Nicely. 


Pam and Peggy Garvin, charming little 
misses, Offer a passable routine of sing- 
ing, instrumental accompaniment and 
dancing. Their singing is weak, but the 
mandolin and guitar work and their doll 
cance at the close make up for this. 
Girls have appearance, which helps con- 
siderably. 

Carlton Emmy’s Pets held down their 
spot nicely, but would have gone over 
even better if Emmy had cut out the 
song introduction and trimmed down on 
the chatter while the dogs are doing their 
cute stunts. Animals are unusually well 
trained, but Carlton's presentation could 
be improved. 


Williams and Cryor started slow but 
gradually caught on and closed to a brisk 
hand. Williams is at the piano and also 
does an amusing Englishman satire, while 
Cryor displays a good high tenor voice 
and joins Williams in comedy crossfire.

Miacahua is by her lonesome in the 
opening spot to give the show a snappy 
sendoff with her wire-walking turn. She 
does some corking stuff on the strand, 
and it’s all the more appreciated because 
She works without a balancer. 

Bernard and Henri follow and do all 
right with their harmony singing. Theirs 
is a pleasing turn. Pop tunes and side- 
—- for a minute or so with comedy 
gab. 

Colonel Stoopnagle and Budd (FPF. 
Chase Taylor and Budd Hulick) start the 
show on its sock way. These radio 
gloom-chasers have a different sort of 
turn—informal and funny. Their im- 
personations, Bing Crosby, Rudy Vallee, 
Cal Coolidge and Al Smith, are beauts. 
Use a P-A System. A prolonged mitting 
greeted their bowoff. 

Carol Chilton and Maceo Thomas, 
youthful colored couple, walloped. Here’s 
a peach of a dancing turn—excellent 
hoofers backed by a smartly conceived 
act. Such hoofing as the Thomas boy 
does is rare, and Miss Chilton is no 
slouch either. Treats of the turn are 
Thomas’ legging on plates and pedestals. 

Three Sailors keep the audience in the 
heavy applause mood. These boys are 
gluttons for punishing themselves, but 
they can take it and at the same time 
hand out plenty to be laughed at. 
They've got a flock of rib-ticklers. And 
they have wised up to the fact that they 
don’t need the water-squirting bit. 

Florence Richardson and Her NBC 
Boys close well. A pretty fair band act, 
with Flo leading the 13 bandsters thru 
a series of well-handled pop tunes. Best 
of all, tho, is the legging solo done by 
Melissa Marvin. Here’s a gal who is all 
legs, and she uses them to good advan- 
tage in eccentric dancing. Singing and 
legging solos are also handled by Lou 
Morey and Matt Mason.

This is the last vaude bill before the 
house goes into its straight-picture 
policy for the summer. It runs an hour 
and 50 minutes, which is far too much, 
as usual; but thanks to a few bright 
comedy spots the bill is saved from 
lapsing into dullness. Pillard and Hillier 
grabbed the biggest round of applause, 
with White and Manning and Peter Hig- 
gins also pulling down good hands. With 
Symphony of Six Million (Radio), which 
has already played the Gayety and the 
Mayfair on the screen, the house was 
fast filling at the first performance. 

The Hollanders, six men and a girl, 
got the show off to a snappy start. Four 
of the men and the girl specialize in 
brisk acrobatics, while two midgets run 
in and out for comedy relief. Costumes 
and sets are colorful and hoke bits in- 
tersperse the acrobatics nicely. 

Sibylla Bcowan came out all by her 
lonesome and provided some spotty en- 
tertainment with her impersonations, 
which are accompanied by words, music 
and pantomimic lights and shades. Most 
of the numbers hold up nicely, altho 
the Garbo-Dietrich takeoff is a distinct 
letdown. 

Frank Hurst and Eddie Vogt are as- 
sisted by Dolores Hart and Phillis Merle 
in a “tell it to the marines” skit that 
can boast of some bright lines. Aside 
from smart chatter, mostly from Vogt, 
the act is rather mild and the singing 
does not help much. Drew a fair hand. 

Snoozer Jr., presented by a mixed 
team, entertained the customers well. 
The dog displayed uncanny intelligence 
in obeying orders from the man trainer 
and held close interest all the way thru. 

Jack Pilliard and Al Hillier scored 
heavily. with their hokey antics. The 
pale-face comedian drew consistent 
laughs with his pebble-in-the-mouth 
dialect, while the straight man handles 
his lines well and two girls, Spunky May- 
berry and Josephine Meyers, assisted 
capably. 

Harry White and Alice Manning start 
off as a rather dignified dance act, but as 
it goes along the turn gets rougher and 
rougher, ending in a slam-bang hoke 
finish. The Long Brothers, trio, uncork 
some swell hoofing, while White and 
Manning head the comedy proceedings. 
Two other men assist. Went over nicely. 

Peter Higgins, looking cool and hand- 
some, sang several numbers in his usual 
fine tenor voice and got over very well. 
Sticks close to popular tunes, saving the 
Romberg number, Once Upon a Time, for 
the end. Frank Dixon accompanied at 
the piano and was spotted for a solo. 

James Evans’ foot juggling closed the 
bill. Evans -juggles and balances large 
balls, barrels and other big objects, their 
size giving the act a spectacular touch. 
Good lighting effects help. A woman 
assistant handles the props.

Despite a lineup of better-than-aver- 
age names, this bill failed to click at 
the performance caught. Whether it 
was due to the extreme casualness with 
which the performers went thru their 
routines or bad spotting of the acts is 
hard to determine. But, nevertheless, 
what should have turned out to be a 
real vaude show resolved itself more or 
less into parlor entertainment.

Hector and his Pals opened, the pals 
being a dozen or so dogs. Hector keeps 
up a monotonous and far from funny 
line of chatter, which fails to click, but 
the dogs are more than amusing and 
met with approval. 

Harriet Hoctor Girls, assisted by an 
adagio team and a boy hoofer, deuced, 
with the girls showing up as a poorly 
trained troupe, lacking class and dis- 
tinction. The adagio team works willing- 
ly enough, but their stuff seems to be 
more of tricks than of grace. The boy 
hoofer is in the same class. Act never- 
theless has enough flash to get it by for 
nabe houses. 

Kramer and Boyle followed with their 
tamiliar routine and did not seem to 
be up to their usual pace at first, tho 
they Managed to speed up enough 
towards the close of their time to wander 
off to a fair hand. 

Lillian Roth, looking fresh and beauti- 
ful but woefully lacking in singing voice, 
came on to a small ripple of recognition 
She failed tc click, due perhaps to the 
audience’s amazement at her poor vocal 
powers. 

Carl Freed, assisted by an assortment 
of stooges and a lot of slapstick com- 


edy, should have been a wow tn this 
house, but the act worked a little too 
loosely to make the most of its material. 
Went off to a fair hand, but deserved

Capitol, New York 
(Reviewed Thursday Evening, May 26) 

This is the first show on the Capitol’s 
switch from Friday to Thursday opening 
days. And just as has been the case with 
the other shows at Loew's Broadway de 
luxer, it’s a humdinger of a layout for 
making dough. Easy to see why Loew 
can turn over something like a $5,000,000 
profit in 28 weeks. Knows what audi- 
ences want and gives it to them. The 
stage show, running 53 minutes, is beaut 
entertainment, and the film, Night Court, 
is a business getter. 

The stage show is glorified vaude, using 
standard acts accompanied by embellish- 
ments of scenery and the Chester Hale 
Ensemble. And the vaude acts work for 
the most part just as they would on their 
own stamping ground. This retains their 
appeal. Turns in the show are Cardini, 
Walter Dare Wahl, Frankie Finn, Stone 
Vernon Four and the McCann Sisters. 

All of the acts do well, with the excep- 
tion of the McCann girls. They look all 
right and all that, but their harmony 
singing doesn’t make much of an impres- 
sion in a house like this. Cardini and 
Wahl and his most capable assistant, 
Emmett Oldfield, are the hits of the lay- 
out with their respective sleight-of-hand 
and hoke acro routines. Frankie Finn 
goes big over the P.-A. System with his 
impressions of Bing Crosby, Morton 
Downey and Russ Columbo. He’s got a 
neat voice and his studies of that “name” 
trio are pips. However, a song on his 
own wouldn’t be so bad. The Stone 
Vernon Four make a great showing with 
their ever-thrilling adagio tricks. 

The show’s title is Hell’s Belles, and it 
was produced by Arthur Knorr. He didn't 
give it much production, but there wasn’t 
need for it with the acts working spots 
as they do. However, what staging there 
is has been done swell. Especially that 
Hell number, in which the Stone Vernon 
quartet perform. The Hale girls work 
grandly here, as they do in the opening 
routine, a beer special. Latter, however, 
loses out a bit because of its length. 

Yascha Bunchuk and the Capitol Grand 
Orchestra preceded the show effectively 
with an overture made up of Hungarian 
melodies.

Roxy, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, May 27) 
Despite the financial difficulties of this 

theater, the quality of its stage shows is 
holding up nicely. This week’s show, 
titled Rhythms Moderne, is a colorful and 
tuneful affair, clothed in so-called mod- 
ernistic sets and costumes. Most of the 
specialists come from musical comedy, 
and the show sets a fast pace. In fact, it 
is so jazzed up to live up to its title that 
even torch singing and cooching are al- 
lowed. Of course, the cooching is done 
under the most respectful atmosphere 
and might easily be labeled interpreta- 
tive Minsky, or something like that. Ex- 
cept for a few snooty sniffs from thin old 
ladies, the hip-tossing number by three 
young iadies in swell costumes—Irene 
McBride, Virginia Kent and Sheila Har- 
ling—was received very nicely. 

Gomez and Winona, just out of Crazy 
Quilt, are in the opening number with 
the Ballet Corps, and display their usual 
grace and charm. Janet Reade, blonde 
and slinky, follows with two torch 
warbles, but the immensity of the house 
worked against her. The cooch trio work 
with her in the second number and are 
followed by Jack Powell, who is easily 
the standout of the show. Powell's trick 
and comedy drumming registered heavily, 
his uncanny sense of rhythm and grand 
flourishes winning his audience with 
ease. 

The Roxyettes are spotted for a strik- 
ing and vividly effective black-and-white 
number, and later come on for a stair 
dance which is less striking but prettier. 
A swell close is supplied by the all-dance 
number that\yhas Paul Draper tap dancing 
on a small disk, flanked by the girl en- 
semble and Patricia Bowman soloing in 
front. Draper’s dancing is a distinct 
sock. 

The stage show was preceded by Dr. 
Reisenfeld conducting his men thru a 
stirring overture, called Impressions of 
Havana, composed by himself. This is 
followed by Monte Carlo, which is a plug 
for Monte Carlo Madness, next week's 
picture feature. At this show business 
was bad, the house being about one- 
quarter filled.

(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 28) 

Leaning heavily on comedy, this 
chapter in the Paramount's series of 
costly, ‘“‘name”-laden presentations scored 
heavily before a capacity audience 
at the first show. The extensive wiring, 
with mikes popping up everywhere on 
the stage, makes it possible for this the- 
ater to be the only de luxer on the street 
where a gag gets laughs from the back 
of the house as well as from the front. 
As a result, the shows here of late have 
been in reverse to those at the Capitol 
and Roxy. with the producers catering to 
the ear fully as much as to tne eye. 

Ken Murray and Mary Brian are shar- 
ing top-billing honors with George Raft, 
with Murray emseeing and getting roars 
in response to his shady “chicken” gags. 
The crowded house, which had a good 
number of children sprinkled on the 
lower floor, went heavy for the blue ma- 
terial. It looked as tho most of the old 
Palace audiences had moved down the 
street. Miss Brian, teamed with Murray 
now for almost a year in place of Helen 
Charleston, means very little until she 
dons blue tails and high hat for the 
buck and wing with six boys that she 
did in Paramount on Parade when sound 
first came from the screen. Milton 
Charleston is one of the standouts of 
the show as the nervous stooge. A good 
part of his mugging, however, is lost, as 
is Murray's. Milton's marathon hocking 
deserved more applause than it received. 

Besides its entertainment features, this 
unit is a startling example of what pic- 
tures can do to and for a performer with 
the personal appearance of George Raft. 
A couple of years ago a good hoofer in 
night clubs, Raft is now a ruthless gang- 
ster in the movies. On the stage here, 
tho, he is still a hoofer, and snakehips 
at that. His extreme-cut and tinted 
clothes also show the Hollywood influ- 
ence. Raft’s last picture. Scarface, is 
packing them in at Publix’s Rialto one 
block away. 7 

First laughs of thé show, which cul- 
minated in a showstop. are delivered by 
the Runaway Four. who are different 
from the Three Sailors, standard act, 
only in their tumbling. It cannot be 
said which act has prior right to the 
material, but a good many of the bits 
done by the Runaways are identical with 
those of the Sailors’. 

A mixed David Bines chorus works 
raggedly in the show. Rubinoff leads the 
pit aggregation thru Patriotic Fantasy, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Crawford render 
an excellent production organ recital 
built around mothers. Attorney for the 
Defense (Columbia) is on the screen.

White is a mildly amusing comedian 
who also does emsee.

Reviewed at the Orpheum, Style—Or- 
chestra. Setting—Full stage. Time— 
Twenty-two minutes. 

Formerly of Clinton and Rooney, Wal- 
ter Clinton is out with a new band act, 
This time it’s a 10-men band that is not 
in any way outstanding and that makes 
very mild entertainment. Clinton does 
the stick-waving, spending most of his 
time, however, in attempts at light com- 
edy. The latter is interwoven with 
specialties by the bandsmen, but it all 
fails to give spark and zest to the act, 
which is very slow. 

Included in the routine are the open- 
ing “college” number, Oh That Kiss, 
She’s the Daughter of Rosie O’Grady, 
Ili Be Glad When You're Dead, In @ 
Little Spanish Town, and others. The 
music is all straight, with the comedy 
coming in on Clinton’s gagging and dur. 
ing instrumental and dancing specialties 
by the boys. The only stand-out number 
in the act is the one in which each 
musician plays a few bars of a different 
song, all of them then merging for the 
curious effect of several tunes at once. 
As for Clinton, he steps out for an im- 
pression of his brother-in-law, Pat 
Rooney, dancing to the tune of She's 
the Daughter of Rosie O’Grady. 

In third spot here, the turn didn't 
make much of an impression, the long 
running time and the lack of sock 


novelty working against it. P. D.

Reviewed at the Fordham. Style-- 


Singing and comedy. Setting—In two. 
Time—Eighteen minutes. 2 

a@elma O'Neal, whose Varsity Drag in 
Good News brought her headlfne honors, 
is doing a new turn (supported by Ber- 
nice O’Neal and a male pianist) which is 
made up of singing and comedy. It’s a 
whole lot better than the single she had 
been doing recently, but still it is in that 
“just pleasing” category and _ never 
reaches sensational heights. What it 
needs is a production buildup instead of 
being limited to singing and one drawn- 
out comedy bit. 

The act has Zelma working thruout, 
but it can only be said that she does all 


right. Her talent isn't made the most 
of, but, of course, she needs the ma- 
terial. Wer singing does not mean much, 


altho she has an eccentric comedy style 
that might mean something. The blond 
bernice is a looker and has a sweet sing- 
ing and talking voice, while the pianist 
just sticks to the grand. 

Startoff is a nice depression special, 
done by Zelma, which is tagged Cheer 
Up, Cheer Up, Nertz. She and Bernice 
follow with a boy and girl interpretation 
of Button Up Your Overcoat. They then 
offer in pantomime a comedy item on 
sweethearts going to a movie, which has 
some laughs but too much length. Act 
finishes with Zelma doing a takeoff on 
Lou Holtz by singing parodies to the tune 
of O Sole Mio.

Nick Casa and Elsie Lehn 

Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Comedy and acrobatic. Setting—In one. 
Time—Eleven minutes. 

Casa and Lehn formerly headed their 
own comedy flashes. As a two-act they 
do not quite make the grade. They take 
a long time to get started, and when they 
do the routine does not build up effec- 
tively to a sock and well-rounded close. 
Both Casa and Lehn are capable per- 
formers, but the act needs plenty of re- 


vamping. 
Idea of the turn is not bad, but it is 
worked out ineffectiveiy. Miss Lehn, a 


small and spirited comedienne, comes out 
first as a pianist and is followed by Casa 
as a violinist. Their dignity begins to 
disappear when Miss Lehn takes a few 
pratt falls and otherwise annoys Casa. 
Up to this point the act is very weak. It 
begins to pick up when the duo drop 
the violin-and-piano gag and go into 
plain and fancy wrestling, falls and acro- 
batics. Their hoke adagio is the best bit. 

Altho rough-house comedy has a defi- 
nite appeal in vaudeville, it is hardly 
enough to carry a whole act nowadays. 
Casa and Lehn should revise their routine 
and insert other bits to relieve the over- 
dose of hoke acrobatics. In fifth spot

Time—KEight 
minutes. 

Suffering from an attack of hoarseness, 
Cliff (Ukulele Ike) Edwards’ showing at 
the Paramount was far from satisfactory. 
He placed himself under an added handi- 
cap by spending fully a minute in tuning 
up a guitar. A sympathetic audience, 
however, gave him a big sendoff. 

On in collegiate dress, and wearing a 
Jimmy Walker beret, Edwards went into 
a song, told a couple of gags, and wound 
up with a suggestive special. The latter, 
because of the extensive wiring system 
now in this de luxer, got plenty of laughs 
and probably counted a great deal to- 
ward getting Edwards the big reception 
he received. 

Thru his extensive .-cord and picture 
work, which had its inception when 
talkies first came in, Edwards has grown 
to mean a great deal at a theater's b. o. 
The audience here gave him a nice hand 
on his entrance. 

Aside from the singing and gagging, 
his one other part in the presentation 
was in a_ sketch with Jack Benny, 
Dorothy Mackaill, and the latter’s hus- 
band, Neil Miller. The hoke work was 
right up his alley. J. S.

McDowell 
Revieued at the ‘Paramount.

An exact line on Dorothy Mackaill’s 
turn could not be drawn at this spot, 
due to its being disjointed to fit into 
the revue_type of show at the Para- 
mount. When in vaude, the act con- 
sumes 14 minutes in a knit routine. 

Altho viewed from far back in the 
loge section, Miss Mackaill makes an ex- 
cellent appearance. She follows the fair 
tenor singing of her husband, Neil Mil- 
ler, in a low noke sketch that is funny 
up until its stereotyped ending. Cliff Ed- 
wards and Jack Benny worked with her 
here in this, taking the part of two nuts 
trying to crash her act and show-busi- 
ness, but Miller and Montgomery and 
McDowell, hoofers, probably take part 
when the act is set in an orthodox vaude 
show. 

In her two dance routines Miss Mac- 
kaill did not show anything of sock 
caliber. Both times she worked with the 
hoofing male team, once in a gown and

NEW YORK, May 28.—Talk anent the 
new burlesque wheel for next season be- 
ing formed by a new company is taking 
definite form, and Fred McCloy has been 
elected president of the organization.

According to report, the new wheel 
plans to have 15 houses in the East, five 
of which will be good enough for repeat 
dates later in the season, thus making 
20 weeks of this time. Talk is also to 
the effect that a tieup may be arranged 
with Arthur Clamage, of Detroit, so that 
all or part of his chain may also be 
played, and there is the further possi- 
bility that the wheel witli eventually 
push as far west as Salt Lake City. Both 
Nat Mortan and Phil Rosenberg are said 
to have been approached as to the book- 
ing possibility, with the latter turning it 
down. 

The new circuit is said to be sold on 
the idea of so-called old-style burlesque, 
without strip numbers, but heavy on 
good comedy. 

Next season's plans for the New Co- 
lumbia Burlesque Association wheel are 
unknown, excepting to I. H. Herk, presi- 
dent, who has not confided in his asso- 
ciates as yet. That nothing definite has 
been done is taken for granted, altho it 
is said that the wheel is going about the 
business of quietly lining up desirable 
houses. The past season saw a number 
of houses on the NCBA wheel in debt to 
the organization on account of its being 
lenient with the $300 booking fee that 
also covered the railroad pool. Here and 
there an operator took an extra week in 
which to pay, with the result that quite 
a few thousand dollars failed to come 
into the wheel’s coffers. There is also 
the possibility that Herk is pursuing a 
policy of watching and waiting to see if 
anybody else does anything in the way 
of a circuit. NCBA will play the same 
type of show as it did the past season.

In N. Y. Shows 


New Gotham pinch and the 
license renewals make 
burly men go easy 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Altho shows all 
over town have virtually cut out strip 
numbers and many of the comedy scenes 
considered objectionable, it is denied that 
any official notice from the police was 
received to do away with nudity or stand 
an immediate pinch. 

Early in the week word was passed 
around that the police, following up 
their victory of arresting the house man- 
ager and operator of the New Gotham 
who were held for the Grand Jury, had 
notified burly men to clean up their 
shows. 

Extreme strips by women are being 
done only in the posing scenes. Other- 
wise the usual strip women are merely 
going thru the motions, and not remov- 
ing brassieres, and also wearing flesh- 
colored type of dance belts. While the 
licnses for the Republic and Eltinge the- 
aters, on West 42d street, are still pend- 
ing, it is understood that these will be 
renéwed in due time, but that no overt 
act will be committed intentionally until 
such time as they are officially handed 
out. In the meantime the Republic show 
is now billed as Billy Minsky’s Follies, in 
place of the trick titles of the past, 
found objectionable according to the re- 
cent hearing before Licenses Commis- 
sioner Geraghty. 

Altho the 42d street houses only are 
involved in the license renewals, other 
theaters are carefully guarding their 
shows, presumably until after the trial 
of the burly men connected with ihe 
New Gotham who are being held for a 
possible indictment by the Grand Jury. 


Philly Anti-Burly 
Is Released on Bail 


PHILADELPHIA, May 28.—Rev. Mary 
Hubbert Ellis, self-styled “Joan of Arc,” 
who caused the arrest of Max Cohen,

Announcement outside that the show 
is now a consolidated company of the 
Apollo and Republic troupes is strictly 
a kidding proposition, with the house 
kidding itself. Most of the company is 
from the Apollo, perhaps. but there have 
been better shows with just the Repub- 
lic being itself. Stands to reason that 
many patrons must realize this, so why 
do such unnecessary things? Particular- 
ly, when the box office stands to take 
the rap. If not this week, then next 
week, when a real good show is liable to 
be on hand. Somewhat of a splash 1s 
made toward the spectacular in spots, 
and the comedy is but fair, with the 
women holding up well under the cir- 
cumstances. The usual programs are 
not in evidence this week, and this small 
item further detracts from giving the 
house an additional bit of class or im- 
portance that wouldn't hurt. 

It is possible that visiting spotters giv- 
@ng the show a look while the permanent 
licenses for the year are pending may 
cramp the style of the producer or cast. 
But allowing for this, many parts of the 
show could have been stronger. Instead 
of 30 girls crowding themselves off the 
stage, a less number better trained to 
dance would decidedly strengthen the 
entertainment, and so make up for weak- 
nesses in other directions. If the usual 
scenes are being avoided or cooled off, 
there is nothing like the good old hoke 
slapstick to put everybody in good hu- 
mor. Perhaps something like this was 
missing. 

Cast reads okeh, with George Shelton, 
Eddie Collins and Lou Devine on the 
comedy end. Charlie Hendricks, Johnny 
Kane and Don Trent are the straights.

All of the strips kept 
the last brassiere intact and also wore 
more than the usual gee strings.

Managers Again Raise Cry 
For Sunday Legit Showings 


Petition Equity to submit question to membership at 
large at anntal meeting—can be informally discussed, 
but again no referendum will be held 


NEW YORK, May 28—The cry of the legit managers for Sunday shows was 
again started, for the third time in two years, by Lee Shubert, who denounced 
the Actors’ Equity Council for its refusal a few months ago to sanction Sunday 


performances in legit houses. 


He particularly took pains to declare that in his 


belicf it was not the rank and file of the profession who objected to Sunday work, 
but a few members of the Council whore so well off financially that they are 
blind to the starvation of the hundreds pounding the sidewalks. He was vehement 


in denouncing Equity for permitting its 
members to perform five and six shows 
a day while engaged in tab musicals of 
the same shows that the week before 
had played in a legit house. He pointed 
out that the legit industry was the only 
branch of the entertainment field not 
allowed to operate on Sundays, and ex- 
pressed a belief that legislative permis- 
sion could be obtained, provided that 
Equity backed up the managers in their 
stand. Meanwhile, Equity took the stand 
that it would not approve Sunday shows 
unless the managers first obtained per- 
missive legislation, Which attitude Mr. 
Shubert declares to be simply evasive. 


The Board of Governors of the League 
of New York Theaters today forwarded to 
Frank Gillmore a letter asking him to 
submit to Equity members, who are hold. 
ing their annual meeting next Tuesday 
at the Hotel Astor, two questions for a 
referendum vote. The questions sub- 
mitted are: 


1. “Do you favor the removal of 
the discrimination suffered by the 
legitimate theater, due to the com- 
pulsory closing of theaters on Sunday, 
by advocating a law which will legalize 


the giving of Sunday performances of 


legitimate dramatic shows and musicals, 
provided that a six-day week is guar- 
anteed?” 


2. “Do you favor giving Sunday per- 
formances with the guarantee of a six- 
day week for a probationary period of 
one year, after which, on the basis of 
the results to the theater, further acticu 
by Equity will be taken?” 


Altho Mr. Gillmore himself has always 
taken a favorable stand on the question 
of Sunday shows, he declared that, tho 
the two questions could be taken up in- 
formally at the meeting, it was against 
the constitutional by-laws of Equity to 
bring the matter to a vote, for it is 
necessary to notify the members at least 
two weeks in advance as to the nature 
of the business which is to be brought 
before the meeting. That the actors are 
not particularly anxious for the man- 
agers’ proposal to go thru was pointed 
out at the Equity office when one of 
the officers deciared that if the members 
were at all interested it was only neces- 
sary for a group of 20 to sign a petition 
calling for a special meeting to vote on 
the Sunday show question, and to this 
date it has never been done. 


The members of the board of governors 
of the League who were present at the 
board meeting were Lee Shubert, Max 
Gordon, David Finestone, Lawrence Lang- 
ner and L, Lawrence Weber. Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz, adviser to the League, pre- 
sided.

House has been dark all season, with 
one or two fly-by-night attractions, and 
is heavily in the red with the numerous 
stockholders crying for some way out to 
relieve the situation. The 65 bucks a 
day would just about cover the taxes, 
which would be something of a help.

Shoestringers New Angel Gag 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Indie producers 
are off on a new tangent when approach- 
ing prospective moneybags. No longer, 
in many cases, do they ask for a measly 
10 grand for a production; nowadays 
they paint what they think is a more 
glamorous picture. They point out to 
the angel that, what with theaters prac- 
tically being given away or obtainable 
on long leases for nothing more than 
yearly taxes and mortgage accruals, it’s 
a crying shame that the angel shouldn't 
take advantage of such a golden oppor- 
tunity. 

On paper this idea has some appeal, 
particularly with houses owned by weary 
and worn-out stockholders whose reserve 
funds have been sorely depleted trying 
to save the houses during the last two 
seasons. They are ready to welcome any 
relief, especially if there is a possibility 
of ready cash. The prospective sucker is 
shown where he can acquire a house for 
as little in some cases as $750 a week 
flat rental for the four walls. The pro- 
moter, of course, glosses, over such de- 
tails as heat. electric and wage bills, 
which he dismisses with a shrug explain- 


ing that when he books a hit show in 
the house such little details won’t make 
a dent in the fantastic sums the house 
will earn on its percentage. 


The gag, of course, in the final anal- 
ysis of the indie promoter’s anxiety to 
negotiate such a deal, is to get the 
sucker in such a position that in order 
to have a chance to pull out some dough 
he must necessarily throw some good 
money after bad and produce shows to 
fill the theater. This, of course, is 
where the promoter shines in the ways 
and means of seeing to it that a goodly 
percentage of the money for production 
sticks to his own hand on the transac- 
tions. 


To date, none of these schemes have 
gone thru, but the boys still think that 
the idea can’t miss and are continuing 
to draw up more and more copies of 
prospectuses to be submitted to potential 
suckers. The angels, tho, seem to be a 
lot more wary than in the days gone by 
~—or is it because they are usually more 
easily moved by silver-tongued oratory 
than cold figures? 


Adler Pouting 
At LeBlangs. 


Claims show was thrown 
out of Cohan Theater in 
violation of contract 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Hyman Adler is 
mad at LeBlangs to the indefinite extent 
of what is legally known as “irreparable 
damages.” The producer and star of the 
ill-fated musical, There You Are, claims 
that he and his opus were ousted sud- 
denly and impolitely from the LeBlang- 
owned George M. Cohan Theater last 
Saturday night, to make way for the sud- 
denly booked musical, The Cat and the 
Fiddle. Adler claims a breach of con- 
tract and seeks a court order enjoining 
the LeBlang interests from operating the 
house in favor of the Fiddle. 

The LeBlang interests, represented by 
Barney Klawans, however, are amazed at 
the suit, Klawans asserting that as far 
as he knew the Adler interests had closed 
the show on their own volition. Kla- 
wans figures that inasmuch as he is 
house manager he ought to be “in the 
know;” but Adler and his aid, Paul 
Trebitsch, assert that the scenery and 
assorted props were put on the street 
despite their protest that it couldn’t be 
done. The reason Adler was sure he 
couldn't be put out was a contract he 
had with the house, which embodied a 
clause saying that the only time he cou!d 
be ejected was providing his self-starred 
opera failed to gross nine grand on the 
first two weeks of its stay in the house. 
And how, queries Adler, could the Le- 
Blang interests know that the show 
would not gross that much dough if it 
only played a week. So Adler figures 
that the only way he can get an answer 
to his question, and incidentally receive 
some monetary compensation, is to bring 
the matter up in court. 

What mystifies the rialto, however, is 
how Adler can sue the LeBlangs when 
they were supposed to have financed the 
opus in the first place and were cur- 
rently in control of the show. 


Marion Savts Revue Folds 


LONDON, May 21.—The Jackpot, the 
revue written around Marion Harris, 
American songstress, folded tonight at 
the Prince of Wales after 13 perform- 
ances. Production got a bad press and 
failed to attract. Of the principals, 
Marion Harris confines her activities to 
night-club entertaining; Barbette, the 
trapeze novelty performer, re-enters 
vaudeville at the Palladium, and George 
Campo, acrobatic comedian, goes into a 
Paramount presentation. 

Next venture for the theater will be 
a session of continuous vaudeville. 


Debate “Sing” for Chi 


NEW YORK, May 28—Sam H. Harris 
is still trying to make up his mind 
whether or not to send a second com- 
pany of the Pulitzer Prize winner, O/ 
Thee I Sing; to Chicago to take advan- 
take of the forthcoming political conven- 
tions. Tentative casting is underway at 
the office, with his staff lining up pos- 
sibilities awaiting final word to go ahead. 

Understood that the stumbling block 
to the proposition is whether or not it 
would be a tactless move, in view of the 
fact that the play’s theme is a satire on 
conventions and elections.

Not So Hotcha as

NEW YORK, May 28.—Florenz Ziegfeld 
has been having his troubles with Hot- 
Cha, which opened 12 weeks ago to luke- 
warm notices. Altho he declares that 
the opus is doing around 30 grand a week, 
he finds that the show is losing dough. 
Ziggy doesn’t like to lose dough, even 
if losing it means that the cast will work. 
So he went and posted a notice to the 
effect that altho he regretted the move 
very much, he would have to ring down 
the curtain. 

Meanwhile there were rumblings from 
other quarters, in the persons of Messrs. 
Brown and Henderson, who wrote the 
show and had invested some of their 
hard-earned cash in their brain child. 
Messrs. Brown and Henderson vowed that 
the show was doing all right, but couldn't 
break even if Ziggy persisted in writing 
off such a lot of dough for the use of 
his palatial house. Messrs. Brown and 
Henderson were certain that if the opus 
was moved to, say the Globe Theater, 
which could have been rented for a pith 
of the sum asked by Ziggy, the show 
could make everybody rich. 

Ziggy also took pains earlier in the 
week to announce by innuendo that 
what with the exorbitant salaries he 
had to pay the cast he was on the way 
to the poorhouse, and the cast, in re- 
turn, on learning of these disparaging 
remarks, were somewhat amazed, since 
they had accepted a 25 per cent cut in 
their weekly stipends the week before. 
Buddy Rogers refused to take the cut, 
so Ziegfeld engaged another crooner and 
bandmaster in the person of Art Jarrett, 
who figures that even at a 25 per cent 
cut he is in the dough.

Networks Favor New Trend 
In the Sponsors’ Credits 


Recurring cry against too much advertising on the air 
is resulting in new form of continuity which works ad- 
vertiser’s talk into the show or conversation 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Heeding the hue and cry against too much advertising 
in radio programs, some of it reasonable and some not, a majority of the sponsors 
are beginning to “dramatize” their commercial credits so that it is part of the 
continuity pertaining to the entertainment or conversation of the actors in the 


cast. 


The new trend received decided momentum this week when the Goodyear 


Tire Company used it, completely changing the style of credit heretofore in its 


copy. 
as the Sherlock Holmes stories and more 
recently in the O. Henry story series. 

Both the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany and Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem have gone on record as favoring this 
style of credit, with the most recent 
CBS program adopting it being the 
Robert Burns cigar period, with Guy 
Lombardo and Allen and Burns, who 
also started it this week. Numerous 
others have occasionally advertised the 
product in this manner, and it is ex- 
pected that in order to avoid the re- 
cently proposed law to limit the credits 
to 20 words, something along this line 
would have to be used. 

It is expected that advertising agencies, 
as well as the networks will endeavor to 
check up on the reaction of the listeners 
as far as possible, and while a favorable 
one is assured in one way, the im- 
portant item will be the actual reaction 
on the sales end. 


Virginia Papers vs. Radio 


NORFOLK, Va., May 28. — Norfolk 
newspapers, both morning and afternoon, 
recently ceased to carry WTAR pro- 
grams, despite loud protests by officials 
of that station. 

Setting forth the opinion that radio is 
a competitor of the newspapers, The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot and Ledger-Dispatch pub- 
lished lengthy editorials explaining their 
position and advancing the belief that 
the programs should be published as 
paid advertisements if the stations 
wanted them printed. 

WTAR responded in the form of big 
display ads in. both papers, stating that 
they brought business to this section in 
a big way and that the newspapers were 
cnly cutting their own throats. 

Newport News Daily Press and Times- 
Herald have long since ceased to carry 
radio programs and now there is no 
newspaper in Tidewater Virginia with 
this feature.

WNYC Refuses To 
Lose Wave Length 


NEW YORK, May 28.—Station WNYC, 
municipal plant, has refused to abide by 
the recent decision of the Federal Radio 
Commission and obtained thru its cor- 
poration counsel an injunction restrain- 
ing WMCA from taking over full time 
on 570 kilocycles. 

The stay order was granted by the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia pending a full hearing of the 
case. Both stations now divide the 570 
band and it was agreed and supposedly 
by both parties that WMCA would take 
over the band on full time, while WNYC 
took over the WPCH 810 channel also 
owned by WMCA concern. However, 
WCCO of Minneapolis also operates on 
810 kilocycles on part time. 

The action was filed against the 
Federal Radio Commission and as a re- 
sult WMCA did not appear at the hear- 
ing when the stay order was granted. 
Counsel for WNYC announced that they 
would continue to fight against all orders 
to give up their present wave length 
which would involve adjusting the sta- 
tion transmitter to the new wave band. 
No final decision will come until fall. In 
the meantime WMCA has made expensive 
plans for the full-time benefit.

He 
stated that CKWO is an American sta- 
tion, altho located on Canadian terri- 
and that officials are entirely 
residents of Detroit, while the station 
has contracted to broadcast the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting programs recently sur- 
rendered by Detroit stations. 

Prime Minister Bennett of Canada 
promised an investigation at once into 
the status of the station, with the pos- 
sibility that its license may be chal- 
lenged. 


Discuss New Music Ruling 


BALTIMORE, May 28.—A ruling is be- 
ing discussed by the Musical Union of 
Baltimore which, if passed, would pro- 
hibit members of the union from play- 
ing two engagements. Under the ruling 
a musician employed by any of the thea. 
ters could not play over the radio or 
with the Baltimore Symphony. Henry 
Mayers, president of the union, said that 
this ruling had not as yet been adopted, 
but that it is intended to prevent men 
who earn more than $50 a week from 
accepting other engagements. The new 
ruling of the Baltimore union for time 
and a half on Sunday will not apply to 
members of either the park or municipal 
bands. 


CBS New York 


Rate for Time 


NEW YORK, May 28. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System is sending out an- 
nouncements to the effect that begin- 
ning June 15 the rates for time on the 
air of WABC, its key station, will be 
revised and increased $150 an hour after 
6 p.m. 


According to Hugh K. Boice, vice- 
president in charge of sales, the new 
rate will be $800 per hour after 6 p.m. 
Half hour will set the advertiser back 
$500 and a quarter hour $312. . During 
the day, from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m., the rates 
will be $400 for an hour, $250 for a half 
hour and $156 for a quarter hour. Rates 
from 1 a.m. until 9 a.m. will be one-third 
of the evening schedule. 


Boice further stated: “Since Septem- 
ber, 1931, Station WABC has been oper- 
ating its new 50,000-watt single-mast 
transmitter. This replaced the 5,000-watt 
transmitter on which the present rates 
are based. Because of the increased serv-

ice area Of WABC the rates have been 
revised. I believe these new rates are still 
the lowest for the high-powered stations 
in the New York area, especially since 
recent authoritative surveys show WABC 
ranking first among New York stations 
by a wide margin of popularity. 


“Listening area measurements, 
ducted since September, indicate that 
the primary listening area of Station 
WABC contains 1,932,600 more sets than 
were served by its former 5,000-watt 
transmitter. New York is covered with 
a far more intense signal, as the new 
single-mast transmitter gives WABC a 
higher efficiency than any other max- 
imum powered one in the United States.” 


While it was understood that National 
Broadcasting Company. which has a 
higher rate than WABC, was about to 
increase its rates, it was denied by NBC 
officials.

RMA Meeting 
Draws 10,000 


Copyright, anti-trust laws 
chief topics—radio men 
elect Fred D. Williams 


CHICAGO, May 28.—The eighth an- 
nual trade show and convention of the 
Radio Manufacturers’ Association closed 
Thursday at the Stevens Hotel after a 
successful four-day session attended by 
more than 10,000 radio men. About 100 
manufacturers were represented in the 
exhibits, which were quite extensive and 
showed the newest developments in 
radios, equipment and other electrical 
appliances. The chief topics discussed 
at the various meetings were relief from 
the oppressive terms of the copyright 
laws and liberalization of the anti-trust 
laws. Both of these were gone into 
thoroly by John W. Van Allen, general 
manager of the association, in an ad- 
dress Wednesday. 


At the annual election of officers, held 
Wednesday, Fred D. Williams, president 
of P. R. Mallory & Company, Inc., 
Indianapolis, was’ elected president. 
Other officers chosen were: First vice- 
president, Harry A. Beach, Rochester, 
N. Y.; second vice-president, Meade 
Brunet, Harrison, N. J.; third vice-presi- 
dent, Leslie F. Muter, Chicago, and 
treasurer, E. N. Rauland, Chicago. Four 
new members of the board of directors 
were chosen to serve for three years. 


‘They are W. S. Symington, Buffalo; S. W. 


Muldowny, New York; C. B. Smith, Chi- 
cago, and Franklin Hutchinson, Newark, 
N. J. There were four resignations from 
the bhoard—A. L. Walsh, Newark, N. J.; 
R. W. Jackson, New York; E. E. Kauer, 
Providence, and E. V. Hughes, Peru, 
Ind. They were replaced by J. M. 
Spangler, New York; J. Clarke Coit, 
Marion, Ind., past president of the 
RMA; R. A. O’Connor, president of 
Magnavox, Inc., and Roy Burlew, Owens- 
boro, Ky. 


Radio is wagering $200,000,000 that the 
nation’s business will improve during the 
next 12 months, J. Clarke Coit declared 
in addressing the association. Just how 
soon business will start the upgrade no 
one can say, Mr. Coit declared, but many 
feel that a slow recovery is already un- 
der way. 


John W. Van Allen recommended that 
any new copyright act dealing with 
musical compositions, drama and literary 
works should embody relief from arbi- 
trary and oppressive terms or denial of 
permission to use such material on un- 
reasonable terms. Mr. Van Allen also 
urged a liberalization of the anti-trust 
laws so that the manufacturer would 
be able to guard against indiscrimina- 
tive and destructive price cutting in his 
own products. 


“We suggest that the manufacturer 
should not be restricted by law from fix- 
ing the price of his commodity thruout 
its course from the plant to the con- 
sumer,” he said, “providing he does it 
without understanding or agreements 
with his competitors.” 


Touching upon the suits which the 
U. S. Government now has against a 
number of radio companies for violat- 
ing the anti-trust law, Mr. Allen said: 


“Whatever may be the legal aspects 
involved in the suit, conditions within 
the radio industry may be seriously af- 
fected by the results of it. If the govern- 
ment wins, the 4,000-odd patents would 
still be controlled by a small group of 
10 or 12 manufacturers and_ they 
separately could grant or refuse license: 
to other manufacturers. Should the 
government lose then the same old 
problem of license negotiations would 
remain and license terms could become 
more oppressive.” 


Harold A. La Fount, member of the 
Federal Radio Commission, asserted that 
television is still in the laboratory stage 
and there still remain many problems 
before television can possibly be com- 
mercialized.

WO New York radio columnists ran 
into unpleasant experiences as a re- 
sult of their doings, In one case, per- 

haps, the radio writer was at fault. In 
the other, it may have been the other 
party. One tab scrivener printed a line 
about @ well-known songwriter and 
musical comedy author going on the 
make, and suddenly changing his mind. 
The songwriter took up a station in front 
of Lindy’s the next noon hour and when 
the columnist came along he planted a 
sock on the side of the radio scribbler’s 
dome. The usual scramble and interven- 
tion took place. Later in the day the 
twain met at the same restaurant and ate 
side by side. A retraction was printed 
the next day. 

The second radio writer had a‘ few 
words, it seems, with a well-known band 
leader’s frau and she slapped him in the 
face. Not having another male as his 
opponent, the radio columnist decided 
pot to slap her back, but did something 
else. This column would just as soon 
not mention such details, but it shows 
the extent to which the “sees all-knows 
all” columnists get into ticklish spots. 


HOSE interested in copyright legisla. 

tion as it affects the music indus- 

try should read The Congressionul 
Record dated May 24, and get a load of 
the cross-fire between congressmen argu. 
ing on the Sirovich .copyright measure. 
It brings home the fact that few people 
are qualified to talk on such matters, and 
as one member frankly stated, he and 
many others present knew little if any- 
thing on such matters. Congressman 
Sol Bloom, who used to be in the music 
business, revealed himself as the ranking 
euthorfty on copyright in either the 
House or Senate. He rattled off stuff 
about the Berne, Rome and other con- 
ventions, as well as that of Berlin, that 
the rest of the members probably never 
heard about. 

It was Bloom who spoke so authorita- 
tively that the death of the bill was a 
foregone conclusion when he moved to 
have the enacting clause stricken out. 
While Sirovich means well, he has yet to 
learn much about copyright if he is to 
take the place of the late Albert Vestal, 
senior authority on copyright matters 
when he recently passed away. 


NCIDENTALLY, Washington was also 

the scene last week of a battle for 

the benefit of the American musician. 
A petition of the American Federation of 
signed by national president of AFM, 
Joseph N. Weber, who among other things 
called attention to the “unlawful prac- 
tices” of numerous naval bands, the per. 
sonnel of which received adequate pay as 
members of the USN. The petition, which 
was referred to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, contained considerable informa- 
tion for the edification of the govern- 
ment officials and lawmakers. 

Among other things, it called attention 
to the fact that the Navy Department 
was persisting in the unlawful practice 
of permitting its bands to be used by 
civilian and other individual organiza- 
tions for private purposes. The depart- 
ment’s hiring of government bands to 
private booking offices and tour con- 
ductors for the benefit and profit of 
certain individuals. Also, the radio 
broadcasting of machine-made and re- 
produced music instead 6f the living art. 
Broadcasting should be modified in this 
respect, says Weber. 

With 72 per cent of the musicians out 
of work, Weber further petitioned the 
government to see that the abuse of the 
89 army and 56 navy bands came to a 
halt, since these men are paid by the peo- 
ple and they are being utilized to benefit 
individuals and deprive AFM men of 
sorely needed employment. If these bands 


must go on tour, the government should’ 


provide funds, says Weber, and not be 
forced to pay their way by taking money 
away from civilian musicians. Appropriate 
legislation is asked to once and for all 
put a stop to it.

Program Reviews 


O. Henry Stories 


Reviewed Wednesday 9-9:30 p.m. Style 
—Dramatic sketch. Sponsor—G. Wash- 
ington Coffee Refining Company. Sta- 
tion WJZ (NBC network). 


Cast doing these stories seems to be 
the same as that doing the Sherlock 
Holmes series for the same spon- 
sors. This is a recent program to be 
adapted by the sponsors, and is ex- 
pected to continue for a few more 
weeks before going off the air for the 
summer, returning in the early fall. 

Program is one of the best examples 
of dramatizing the product so that there 
is no special credits by the announcer, 
altho the listener is perfectly made aware 
occasionally that there is such a thing 
as G. Washington coffee and that it has 
many virtues. Stories are well chosen 
from the O. Henry volumes, and .are 
handled as narrated in substance by one 
of the men to his caller, such as Doctor 
Watson dropping in on old Sherlock 
Holmes. Bits of music fill in the inter- 
lude, denoting lapses of time, while still 
other parts of the story are enacted by 
the cast including several men and 
women. 

While not all of the stories may be 
dramatized to first-rate effect, it is a 
cinch that the majority of them will be 
found very entertaining. Particularly, if 
careful attention is paid to the usual O. 
Henry trick ending. First story this re- 
viewer heard did not pan out very clear- 
ly, but subsequent broadcasts seemed to 
do away with this fault very easily.

Following the 
opening there is an immediate assault by 
the amnouncer, who unloads a barrage 
for the benefit of the sponsor that would 
drive off many a radio fan were it not 
for the fact that Spitalny has a well- 
established reputation and Flippen, be- 
ing a newcomer to the air, is naturally 
expected to create interest. 

Flippen does very well for the most 
part, getting over a few good gags, sings 
a song and offered a pleasing radio per- 
sonality. When he finds himself, his 
voice being good, he should prove a 
winner. Spitalny, of course, is okeh in 
every respect. He uses about 15 men. 
His arrangements are excellent, par- 
ticularly that of Siboney. A veteran of 
the ether, his orchestra has all of the 
balance one would expect. 

Toward the close additional credits for 
the sponsor again began to take the 
edge of an otherwise good program. 
Program also ends up with some sort 
of worn-out contest. Absolutely a case 
of too much ad copy. M. H. 8.

The 
Mary Robert Rinehart “Tish” stories will 
start over the WJZ network June 6, 
three times weekly.

Heigh-Ho, Everybody! purports to be 
a satire on radio crooners, but to this 
department it resolved itself into a satire 
on the stage’s inability to satirize radio 
crooners. The play is a slipshod and al- 
most amateurish piece of work, despite 
the coauthorship of the capable Jack 
McGowan, who was called in at the last 
moment to doctor the opus. It has one 
or two fairly funny scenes and occasion- 
ally a few bright lines, but on the whole 
its slow pace and thinness of story, fur- 
ther hindered by some glaring faults in 
casting, all contribute to weak and jnept 
entertaining qualities. 

The story concerns an actor, Buddy 
Baxter, who is suddenly hailed as the 
answer to the modern maiden’s prayer 
when he broadcasts one day under the 
handicap of a cold. His voice sounds 
very husky; and the nation goes wild 
over him. His agent, fearing that 
Buddy's voice may change, continually 
keeps him in a draft. Buddy’s wife, 
Pamela, gave up her career in the movies 
to be with him, but now that he is the 
nation’s beloved, he nearly forgets her, 
almost breaking up their life. Buddy 
and his agent, Dave Frankel, are 
threatened by gangsters with bodily 
harm if they accept a broadcasting con- 
tract which the gangsters want for one 
of their proteges. On the eve of Buddy's 
initial appearance for the “Mellow’s for 
Good Fellows Cigarets” he is kidnaped by 
the racketeers, but rescued just in time 
to make the broadcast from the place 
he was hidden. From then on it gets 
quite complicated and musical comedy- 
ish, with the last scene played by Buddy 
and his reconciled wife going off stage 
to a plano accompaniment by Frankel. 

As a matter of fact, the entire book 
would have served much better for a 
musical comedy than a straight play, 
with the second-night audience probably 
of the same opinion, because they round- 
ly applauded Harry Rosenthal, Society's 
First Pianist, who essayed the role of the 
agent, which called for a number of 
piano specialties. 

Joseph Santley, making his first ap- 
pearance hereabouts in some time, han- 
dled the role of the crooner with some 
understanding, but one couldn’t help 
feeling that he was quite out of his 
element in a straight comedy. Harry 
Rosenthal was more or less himself, 
which is just as it should be, for his 
naturalness is his ace in the hole. Edna 
Hibbard, as the best friend of the 
crooner’s wife, had a thankless and thin 
role which she made the best of under 
the circumstances. Sue Conroy, as the

Jane Cowl’s new starring vehicle, A 
Thousand Summers, came to the Selwyn 
in a wave of heat that was oppressive 
enough to be the result of the play's 
title. Authored by Merrill Rogers and 
directed by Shepard Traube, it emerged 
as a wistful, pastel slip of a play that 
didn’t quite make the grade. With 
sensitive dialog, with admirable direction 
after a few rough spots at the beginning, 
with excellent acting thruout, it went 
off at the end of the second act and 
never managed to get back again. The 
third stanza left the strings hanging 
loose. 

A Thousand Summers, if you care for 
categories, falls into the class represent- 
ed by Fata Morgana and Young Woodley. 
It details the love of a sensitive Ameri- 
can boy for a 36-year-old, experienced 
and lovely Englishwoman as they meet 
in an English inn in Wordsworth's Lake 
country. The woman, Sheila, has been 
living with a man of her set in London 
and has come away when she finds her 
love for him diminishing. And the boy, 
Neil, pure at heart and eager, finds in 
her a companion and an answer to his 
tentative, bashful dreams. 

The situation is brought to a head 
when Neil's uncle receives a wire telling 
of financial reverses which call him im- 
mediately back to America and which 
force him to cancel Neil’s hoped-for year 
of art study in Paris. On the last night 
at the inn Neil and Sheila sit up to talk, 
and she, loving him, almost yields to his 
implicit request that he spend the night 
with her. She feels that she can give 
him the flower of her love—but she has 
made a promise to his aunt. She keeps 
the promise and goes up to her room 
alone, leaving the lad in despair. 

Up to this point the play is a sensitive 
and tenderly written idyl of ill-mated 
love. But here the author introduces 
the nymphomaniac serving girl of the 
inn, who makes a play for Neil. And 
the latter, in as false a scene as any 
first-line play has offered this season, 
goes off with her to the boathouse. 

The next morning, just before his 
scheduled departure, Neil comes in di- 
sheveled from a nightlong row on the 
lake, loathing love and loathing himself. 
And Sheila, seeing the havoc that her 
refusal has wrought, tries vainly to 
patch things up. At least Neil will have 
his year in Paris—his uncle has seen 
his way clear to that—but he is discon- 
solate as he leaves. Sheila’s lover comes 
to take her back to London and then 
she, realizing that her love is worth the 
horrible disillusion that will come when 
Neil, in six months or six years, realizes 
that she is old, goes off to join the lad 
in Paris. 

There are two major defects that 
break and sully what might have been 
a tender and lovely play. One is the 
false seduction scene—no boy of Neil's 
character would have reacted in just 
that way—and the other is Sheila’s de- 
cision, with no real reason except her 
immediate desire. It utterly fails to tie 
things up. 

If, however, Neil had rushed away 
from the offers of the maid, rushed 
away to his wracking row on the lake 


and had come back so broken that he 
wished he had accepted the nymphoma- 
niac overtures, then Sheila would have 
had a real and gallant reason for sacri- 
ficing her future life in order to initiate 
him to the true beauty of love. And, 
incidentally, such a rushing away would 
have been the first reaction of a boy of 
Neil’s sensitivity, faced for the first time 
with true desire and then confronted 
with a cheap and gawdy counterfeit. 

The acting thruout was excellent, with 
Miss Cowl lending Sheila all her art, and 
acting her to the hilt, sympathetically, 
believably and effectively. Franchot 
Tone turned in a splendid performance 
as Neil, sensitive and fine. Osgood Per~ 
kins was wasted on the small part of 
Sheila’s lover. Josephine Hull and Flo- 
rence Edney, as usual, stood out. 

It’s annoying that A Thousand Sum- 
mers misses by so little the lovely, tender 
and gallant play that it might have 
been. EUGENE BURR.

On the Make is a loud, mawkish play 
of a type that seems destined to be pro- 
duced every summer. The objective is 
beyond comprehension to this depart- 
ment, as they are neither theater, fish 
nor fowl, but simply indications that, 
altho angels are supposedly scarce, 
money is always forthcoming for “turks” 
of this sort. From the picture which the 
Management saw fit to put on the pro- 
gram, which is better suited for a bur- 
lesque herald, to the insipid biographies 
of the cast and the stilted postures of 
the supposedly sexy girls, the entire pro- 
ceedings are just so much hooey which 
might do for a cheap magazine story, 
but certainly not for paying customers. 

The story, briefly, concerns two nice 
stenographers who earn a little side 
money by entertaining out-of-town 
buyers, or what have you. One of the 
girls almost ruins her life when she is 
framed by a couple of hard-hearted cop- 
pers. Meanwhile, the boy friends of the 
two gals are up in the air breaking the 
airplane endurance record.

But never shall 
it be said that a summer comedy has a 
third act which doesn’t come out hap- 
pily for the lovers. This one is no ex- 
ception, for they kiss and make up, and 
he forgives all. 

There is no denying, however, that 
the cast works hard to inject some sin- 
cerity into the play, and they do have 
a good time drinking a lot of ginger ale. 
Another consolation to the cast (and 
audience) is that the play is over at 
about 10:30 p.m., which gives the cus- 
tomers a chance to repair to their fa- 
vorite haunts and sample the beverage 
which, the program credits would have 
you believe, is indispensable to the suc- 
cess Of the Opus. It’s that kind of a 
show.

The real trouble with the road is 
that peanut-brained managers still be- 
lieve that they can get away with the 
cheap and the spurious. Human nature 
is not different today from what it was 
25 years ago. That is, not so different 
that the same rules cannot be applied to. 
day that were in force during the panic 
on which Old Man Depression modeled 
his present comedy-drama. In those days 
as at present the theatergoers patronized 
generously attractions that suited their 
tastes; shows that gave them their 
money’s worth—and some more for a 
good measure. Tne managers who are 
yapping today about the soporific state 
of the road will usually be found to 
answer the description of a man who is 
so much concerned with stinting here 
and there on salaries, scenery and writing 
talent that he forgets for a time that his 
is a business beset with competition. 
And one which rewards in profits only 
those who are dedicated to the proposi- 
tion of giving more than full value for. 
value received. The road is not dead. 
The far too few managers left upon 
whom rests its revival are merely suffering 
from a chronic case of mental stagnation, 
brought on chiefly thru the shutting of 
their minds to new ideas.

Jessie Bonstelle on her superb ex- 

ploit in carrying the Detroit Civic 
Players thru the most difficult year 
within the memory of the oldest stock 
operators in the United States and 
Canada. The fact that the Detroit 
Civic’s price scale with $1.50 top was 
maintained to the finish is perhaps the 
greatest marvel of all. 

. . . 

It was not a successful season finan- 
cially, but The Detroit Free Press, com- 
menting upon the long series of splendid 
stock productions, pronounces it “The 
best season of Miss Bonstelle’s tenancy 
that the Civic Theater ever afforded from 
the standpoint of entertainment.” Which 
recalls the assurance given about two 
years ago by John Drinkwater, famous 
English writer, that there need be no 
alarm over the future of the theater in 
America so long as personalities like 
Jessie Bonstelle, Eva Le Gallienne and 
Stuart Walker remain to carry on. 

. * * 

There are other stout hearts and 
“saving influences” in the stock field. 
Witness the self-sacrifice of the National 
Players at Washington. To keep the 
theater open. after the managers of the 
National had refused to pay for an or- 
chestra larger than they could afford, 
the entire cast assumed the burden, each 
paying part of his or her salary to the 
musicians each week in order to meet a 
demand which the managers refused to 
honor. 


ENHAM Theater, Denver, where 

Ketcham and Cleveland threw up 

the sponge May 21 after experiment- 
ing four weeks with a 50-cent top, has 
been the stormy petrel of Denver's 
theatrical life for the last few years. In 
the winter of 1930 C. C. Spicer, wealthy 
Los Angeles business man, backed a 
stock venture there. After 13 weeks he 
closed the house, announcing that he 
had lost $1,000 a week. A combination 
of unions in the amusement field then 
essayed to operate the theater. The 
combination of interests dropped it in 
the following spring and, according to 
report, the losses amounted to $20,000. 
Along came Ketcham and Cleveland last 
winter to take over the house. They 
occupied it more than two months and 
apparently operated at a profit, since 
they were encouraged to return for @ 
spring season this year, which termi- 
nated in the recent flop. 


ATIONAL PLAYERS at the Cox Thea- 
ter, Cincinnati, playing to a 50-cent 
flat admission ,in the final week 

of the season, failed to fill the seats. 
Thus again it was demonstrated that 2 
stock of the first class cannot be main- 
tained at a 50-cent top in Cincinnati.

The expected large 
increase in attendance did not material- 
ize, altho the stock productions were re- 
ceiving unstinted praise from patrons 
and press. As a last resort the show at 
the Cox was offered at the low price of 
50 cents. In Denver Ketcham and Cleve- 
land reduced prices to a night top of 50 
cents and a matinee top of 35 to no 
avail. Apparently low prices have not 
solved the problem of stock operations 
in the Jarger cities. Theater rentals iD 
the large cities are high. More than on° 
operator of the higher type of dramatic 
stock is contemplating the possibilities of 
presenting first-class stock productions 
in these same cities under canvas.

Billy Bryant Is 
Lauded by Press 


PORTSMOUTH, O., May 28.—Bryant's 
Showboat, Billy Bryant, manager, has 
been drawing nice houses since making 
its bow here four weeks ago.

This Summer 


Usual slack period further 
augmenied by depression 
and musicians’ edict 


CINCINNATI, May 30.—This summer 
will see fewer tabloids on the road than 
at any time in the past. True, 
the warm months have always been the 
slack season for the miniature musical 
comedies, but this year that condition 
is augmented by the so-called depres- 
sion, and in recent weeks by the ruling 
made by the American Federation of 
Musicians providing that “orchestras or 
individual members are not permitted to 
render services with presentation shows 
in any theater not in their home juris- 
diction unless a local house orchestra 
also is employed.” 

Tabloid attractions that had reared 
their head in the South and Middle 
West during the last several months in 
an attempted comeback have been cur- 
tailed by the new union edict, and many 
have been forced to close in recent 
weeks due to the lack of a place to play. 
Other shows are slated to follow suit 
within the next few weeks. 

Showhouses that have been playing 
the tabloid attractions find themselves 
in the same predicament. Unable to 
play the miniature musicals unless they 
also hire a pit band, and not being able 
to operate with straight talkies profit- 
ably, they are forced to shut down for 
the summer at least. 

One show manager, who had been 
booked for an extensive tour of Publix 
stands in Indiana, [linois and Ohio, 
but who was forced to pull out of that 
territory and jump into stock as a re- 
sult of the A. F. of M. ruling, informs 
The Billboard that he has received from 
Joseph N. Weber, A. F. of M. president, 
what seems a more lenient interpreta- 
tion of the union edict. However, the 
company manager, upon investigation, 
found it meant little or nothing. 

According to the tabloid manager, Mr. 
Weber, in a letter, stated that the shows 
may play the theaters without using a 
pit orchestra in conjunction if they can 
obtain permission from the secretary of 
the local union. While it may sound 
easy, the company manager found him- 
self highly unsuccessful after several 
tries for such a permit. It seems the 
local secretaries don’t care to become

from the Mexican Actors’ Union to Inter- 
national Union of Persons Connected 
With the Stage to Equity, we learn that 
the Mexican Actors’ Union is backing & 
curfew law for motion pictures, in which 
such productions would be ordered closed 
at 7 o’clock in the evening. The purpose 
of that Jaw, of course, is to remove mo- 
tion picture competition from the path 
of the legitimate productions. 

But Equity, which has protested and 
fought against discriminatory legislation 
fathered by motion pictures in the United 
States, aimed at the suppression of tent 
shows and other traveling dramatic pro- 
ductions, cannot swallow this proposal. 

It feels that both motion pictures and 
legitimate productions alike have the 
right to such audiences as they can draw 
on their own merits, and that neither 
has any more rights than that. 

It can sympathize with the Mexican 
actors in their apparent predicaments, 
and it is inclined to agree that something 
ought to be done to make dramatic shows 
more available. But Equity can still feel 
that the Mexican Actors’ Union is trying 
to do a good deed in the wrong way. 


Renewed Thanks to Miss Cornell] 


Katharine Cornell, who bas more than 
once caused Equity to recognize the fine 
joining of head and heart which marks 
her work, again deserves the thanks of 
the theatrical profession. 

Playing a limited engagement of The 
Barretts of Wimpole Street in Chicago, 
Miss Cornell offered a special benefit per- 
formance Sunday afternoon, May 15, for 
the Chicago Federation of Teachers’ Sick 
Pund, 

The performance was given at a top 
price of $1 for a play which has been 
doing capacity or nearly capacity busi- 
ness during its entire road tour. All 
the tickets were placed on sale the morn- 
ing of the performance, first come, first 
served. 

The box office of the Chicago Civic 
Opera House was scheduled to open at 10 
o’clock. The first purchaser of a ticket 
showed up at 5:30, and half an hour later 
was joined by a woman willing to stand 
in line four hours to get a choice seat. 

By 9 o’clock a double file of purchasers 
stretched a block north down the colon- 
nade to Washington street. Before the 
sale started the line extended clear across 
the Washington Street Bridge nearly to 
Canal street. Speaking of the sale The 
Chicago Daily Tribune said: 

“The star herself refused to take ad- 
vantage of her place in the box office, and 
stationed a2 boy in the line to buy four 
seats for one of her employees. When he 
finally reached the window everything 
had been sold. 

“With the exception of the boxes, which 
had been disposed of in advance of the 
performance, every seat in the house, 
numbering 3,635 in all, was sold between 
10:15 and 11:50 o’clock.” 

Several thousand persons were turned 
away, unable to buy seats at any price. 

Nor had Miss Cornell forgotten her ob- 
ligations to the theater. In accordance 
with Equity’s ruling, 10 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the performance, 
amounting to $416.90, was presented to 
the Actors’ Fund of America.

Any member accepting a salary below 
our minimum would be suspended from 
the Association. We think it possible 
that some of our members might start 
rehearsing for this engagement, pre- 
suming that the salary required by the 
Chorus Equity would be paid. Members 
should always inquire as to the salary 
they are to expect before going into re- 
hearsals. Were we to allow one stock 
company to pay below the minimum 
then all stock companies would do the 
same. 

The minimum salary required by the 
Chorus Equity is very low. Any manager 
who can't afford that cannot afford a 
production. 

Members retiring from the profession 
and not wishing to continue the pay- 
ment of dues should request honorable 
withdrawal cards immediately. These 
cards are issued only to members in good 
standing ab the time of making applica- 
tion. In other words, a member holding 
a@ card good to May 1, 1932, and re- 
questing a withdrawal card on June 1, 
1932, would owe $1.25; on July 1 he 
would owe $2.50. The amount increases 
by $1.25 each month. 

The employment bureau has a great 
deal of temporary work outside of the 
jurisdiction of the Association. Those of 
our members who are out of work should 
call at the office daily.

ITE question of legit shows on Sunday 


has bobbed up once again to annoy 

Equity-—tho Equity shows signs of a 
determination not to be annoyed.  Pre- 
ducers, of course, have always been protest- 
ing’ that the Equity edict against Sabbath 
showings in the capital of showdom ma- 
terially shortens the runs of many shows, 
and thus materially cuts the amount of 
money for actors. Equity, on the other 
hand, has stood by its original guns—- 
notably earlier in the present season—when 
even a good portion of its own membership 
was fighting for Sunday performances. At 
that time the Council voted: the question 
down, after a petition against Sabbath work 
had been signed by 465 members. 

Lee Shubert recently raised the issue 
again in a diatribe against [Equity for not 
allowing the membership at large to vote 
on the question in these depression times, 
when the rank and file of actors is willing to 
do anything on the off chance of a job. 
Equity Council, in meeting assembled, 
solemnly decided that the petition of the 465 
objectors was enough answer to Mr. Shu- 
Lert when he asked for the opinion of 
Equity’s membership at large. 

Equity Council, in meeting assembled, is 
most decidedly wrong. It may be true that 
Fquity has its own personal reasons for not 
submitting the Sunday question to the 
membership, but the Council picked the 
wrong way of answering Mr. Shubert. The 
Council has the right to stand by its pre- 
vious decisions, and merely announce that 
the question has been settled and is not open 
to further discussion now. But 465 New 
York members, who are violent enough 
against Sunday showings to sign a petition 
sponsored by one of the theatrical guilds, 
are hardly to be held up by the Council as 
representative of Equity’s membership at 
large. Mr. Shubert and the other producers 
are bound to be left with a feeling of having 
been given the run-around, a feeling that 
they wouldn’t have had as a result of a frank 
refusal. And all the Equity members who 
tramp the streets of New York looking for 
work—Sunday work or any other kind—are 
bound to resent the Council’s attitude in 
setting up the select 465 as arbitrary peti- 
tion-signing representatives. 

In. any case, it seems that New 
isn’t scheduled to have Sunday shows.

Parks with balanced amusement fare should ez- 
ploit their general features more than they have 
been doing up to now. Otherwise everything but 
the pools will be lost sight of, from the pictorial 
aspect, that is. 


Need for Relief Is Urgent 
NPRECEDENTED economical condi- 
tions with which the stock drama has 
had to contend in the last two years 

may bring about changes more radical thai 

any yet attempted by operators of dramatic 
stock companies. 

In the last 12 months the theatrical world 
has seen some of the ablest, most astute and 
hitherto most successful managers in the 
field throw up the sponge, and in practically 
every instance the reason was the same. 
he decrease in business was enormously 
out of proportion to the decrease in cost of 
operation. 

These managers were fighting against in- 


surmountable difficulties. They were playing 
in theaters the rentals of which had been 
fixed when the country was prosperous. 


They were paying stagehands and some- 
times musicians salaries that had been fixed 
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when the theaters were riding high on the 
crest of a wave of prosperity. In the flush. 
days they never begrudged the salaries and 
wages they paid, because they were able to 
pay the union scales and the high rent and 
1etain a margin of profit. 

Following the Wall Street crash came 
the lean years. Dramatic stock operators, in 
common with all other purveyors of amuse- 
ments, were no longer able to carry on 
profitably under the burden of costs that 
had been arbitrarily imposed upon them in 
the period of plenty. The gambling spirit, 
which inevitably enters into every theatrical 
venture, possessed them, and they persisted 
in carrying on against great odds. 

True, in some instances the local unions 
readjusted wage scales with a view to lend- 
ing co-operation in an effort to keep theaters 
open, but this ce-operation did not extend 
far enough, and reductions in rentals came 
slowly and were not sufficiently liberal. The 
result is the demoralized condition of the 
dramatic stock field today. 

The situation will be improved when 
theater owners, stagehands, musicians and 
ianagers get together and agree on prac- 
ticable, reasons able methods of dealing witi 
each other. To keep the theaters open, to 
provide Rinaicnnel for stagehands, mu- 
sicians and actors, and at the same time 
give the man who expends his money and 
brains in a dramatic stock project a break, 
rentals and wage scales must be adjusted. 

This comment is inspired by information 
that one of the most prominent stock op- 
erators in America is negotiating with a 
park lessee in a large city to install a first- 
class dramatic stock company in a canvas 
theater in the park for a summer season, 
thereby evading the high theater rent which 
l:as prevented him from getting out of the 
red since the opening of his latest venture. 

It is not beyond probability that the can- 
vas theater will supplant the permanent 
structures that now house the stock drama 


in the cities unless existing conditions are 
made easier for the operators of spring an‘ 
summer stock. Tentmakers today are turn- 
ing out canvas houses that offer practically 
all the comforts and conveniences of the 
permanent theater building. And a theater 
occupied only during the regular season of 
road shows is not a paying proposition. 


Friendly or otherwise, the competitive element 
of the circus still raises its pretty (or otherwise) 
head. Newspapers and posters are carrying such 
catch phrases as “Largest circus in the world 
still giving a street parade” and “The greatest 
shew on earth—for 25 cents.” Just a few sam- 
ples of early-season combat. And general agents 
are still at the game of trying to decipher the 
opposition’s movements. Inter-circus warfare 
will produce no harmful results so long as the 
tactics used are clean and unmalicious, 


Exhibitors Should Thank Congress 


AKING advantage of his recent special 

ruling, Congressman William I. Siro- 

vich, of New York, rushed his copy- 
right measure into the House for a vote, and 
was defeated 71 to 18. This took place lasi 
week and within seven days of his assuring 
different factions interested in the bill that 
he would take their advice and avoid certain 
pitfalls. Apparently Sirovich failed to take 
the advice. He attempted to rush thru his 
bill without the promised additional changes. 

For the beating received by the measure, 
all exhibitors should hasten to utter a prayer, 
notwithstanding the fact that to all outward 
appearances the bill was supposedly one in 
their favor. This is not the first time that 
the average movie exhibitor, indie or other- 
wise, has been deluded into believing that 
someone would give them something for 
nothing, or suddenly cut down their over- 
head so that they could really get on a 
money-making basis. To date they have yet 
to tie up with an honest-to-God leader who 
knows what it is all about and perfectly 
understands the license fee situation as it 
pertains to publicly performing copyrighted 
music for profit. Someone must pay this 
tee. The Sirovich bill provided that the ex- 
liibitor would no longer pay the American 
performing rights society 10 cents per seat 
a year; this money would in the future be 
paid by the motion picture producer. 

Is it possible that the exhibitors believed 
the altruistic plan was going to really work 
in their favor? They have long been noted 
as a gullible assortment of showfolks. They 
have long been in need of a first-rate leader, 
and they may or may not have one at pres- 
ent. But how did they expect the producers 
to absorb this music item and not pass it 
along to them in a higher film rental? Pos- 
sibly they thought one film rental covering 
everything would miraculously exclude the 
so-called music tax. They are bothered with 
various charges which they do not under- 
stand, including the “score charge” recently 
mentioned in these columns. 

Not only did the motion picture pro- 
ducers openly say they would pass it along 
to the exhibitors, but there was nothing to 
prevent the producers from passing the 
music tax along to the exhibs at a profit. 
Further, the American Society of ‘Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, which was 
against the Sirovich bill, made no bones oi 
the fact that if the producers were going tv 
pay the license fees for music, then the long- 
sought opportunity to raise the rates was 
now at hand. Therefore, let the indie ex- 
hibitor especially be thankful more copy- 
right bills are not introduced in his favor. 


H. B. Franklin, new president of Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum, once remarked that he was anxious to 
uphold the morale of employees within his or- 
ganization. But employee contentment can 
hardly be established by cutting salaries, elimi- 
nating vacations, compelling Sunday labor and a 
wholesale letting out of small-salaried help. 
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Competent Authority Speaks 
nditor The Billboard: 


Referring to an illustrated article that 
appeared in Collier’s, March 21 issue: 
What kind of bunk are these modern 
story writers trying to cram down the 
public’s throat? This story reads like a 
fairy tale. 

The writer certainly has received a lot 
of misinformation about show business 
and free attractions. The language of 
the characters, Joe, Darby and Nell, is 
not of the vernacular of the spielers. 

Guy Gilpatric makes a statement, “No 
smoke bag rider is working in the whole 
broad land today and I ain’t seen an ad 
of one in The Billboard, I bet, for 15 
years.” 

I'd like to wager that the author has 
net read The Billboard for 15 years, and 
also doesn't know where to look for the 
section that ad would appear in. Smoke 
bags are not as numerous today as 15 years 
ago, but I saw three ads in the May 14 
issue of The Billboard and four in March 
26 issue. 

The author claims a jumper is liable 
io snap his bones when the chute opens 
and tells of the rider being always killed 
if he stays with the bag—should the 
chute fail to be cut loose.

The 1931 and '32 idea is the talkers 
spend 30 to 40 minutes knocking doctors, 
druggists and all the advertised remedies 
on the market, and about 10 minutes on 
merit of their products. The sooner they 
stop knocking the better for us all. Doc- 
tors have friends; druggists also, and 
many of the well-known remedies have 
friends. No matter what Uncle Sam’s 
doctors say, it’s only trade war. Let us 
keep out of it. 

Sometimes our pure food doctors are 
wrong. As a chemist and doctor, M. D., 
not “Doc,” I think the medicine showmen 
have the best liniments, tonics and salves 
that can be made. All the companies 
that manufacture and sell to us have 
wonderful lines. 

We old-school talkers had an unwrit- 
ten law that if a company or individual 
was working a town or city we always 
paid our respect. We made a visit and 
moved to some other spot, and, if a small 
place, we left the town.

The result 
is town is overrun and closed. 

For over 25 years I worked clean. 
Same lot every year in Chicago. Got 
a nice after-trade from my work and to 
this date I never knock.

We had as big sales and as big 
a show as one ever will have. Mr. Payne’s 
rule was to never knock the doctors, 
druggists or anyone’s products. Let 
the doctors do that.

Knocking and overdoing Chicago is going 
to put us all out because the city fathers, 
backed by business men, are trying to get 
us a nice reward—$500 license, paid in 
advance. We had 30 years ago a license 
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like that in all Illinois and yours truly 
helped break it. 

I have the best wishes to offer every- 
one in the medicine business.

Thru Professional Eyes 
Editor The Billboard: 


In recent issues of The Billboard a 
controversy started involving the ama- 
teur actor and actress—as whether or 
not they should be given a chance to 
enter the professional ranks. 

Thomas Seigert, Mrs. E. Lloyd and 
John Ellis have each given their views 
in the matter. Even The Billboard ran 
an editorial on the subject. During the 
30 years I spent in show business the 
amateur was always looked upon as be- 
ing outside the fold. He just “did not 
belong.” Mr. Seigert is correct when he 
states that the amateur Thespian mak- 
ing a “hit” in a high-school production 
sees visions of Broadway, name in lights 
and a new star in its ascendency. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
the amateur who is a success in. a high- 
school play is appearing before an audi- 
ence composed entirely of friends and 
local people. They overlook any faults 
he or she may have in the play, and if 
the player makes the part “stand out’ 
the audience agrees to a man that they 
are “just wonderful,” “good enough for 
Broadway,” etc. But no matter how 
clever they appear to be in the amateur 


production, the fact rem.ins that as 
soon as they are cast in a play with pro- 
fessionals and appear before a strange 
and critical audience the amateur tech- 
nique is bound to rise to the surface. 

The exceptions are very few indeed. 
I have always contended that the ama- 
teur and professional fields are widely 
separated. Mrs. Lloyd, altho sincere in 
her article, is far from being right. If 
she is a professional, then she can 
understand my attitude. But if she is 
a coach of amateur productions, then 
she, too, sees the amateur who “wows” 
them thru the same eyes that the 
friendly amateur audience does. 

A close study of the amateur who is 
lucky enough’ to graduate into the pro- 
fession. has always impressed me with 
the fact that he has something lacking. 
As to The Billboard’s editorial. which 
was well written in fairness all around, 
I must also disagree a little. 

The editor states that “Amateur dra- 
matic organizations are the training 
ground for the actor.” In a sense that 
is true; mainly that it is a training 
ground to make them better actors for 
amateur plays. No professional director 
has any time to polish off the rough 
spots, and an amateur, no matter how 
good he is, has plenty of them. 

Regarding John Ellis’ letter, I was 
puzzled as to how a veteran of the old 
school, with the experience he has had, 
should favor and defend the amateur. 

But to cap the climax, along comes 
another letter to The Forum from 
Andrew De Forrest, of Three Rivefs, 
Mich., who takes a slap at Mr. Ellis by 
stating he knew that gentleman for 
years and always found him to be very 
bitter in relation to amateurs. If that 
is so, then Mr. Ellis’ letter lacks a true 
ring. The Little Theater movement has 
shown the best promise, but on the 
whole, my candid opinion is that the 
amateur cannot “make the grade.”

Veteran Circus Fan’s Views 
Editor The Billboard: 


I have been a circus fan for over 20 
years and a reader of The Billboard for 
over 18. When only 14 years old I was 
using a large part of a small salary to 
travel 50 or 60 miles to towns around 
Chicago to see circuses. In 1918 I be- 
came so interested I started filing all 
circus items from The Billboard and 
Clipper. In 1920 I started keeping @ 
yearly route book. In 1926 my mother’s 
home in Norwood Park, Ill., burned to 
the ground and with it my files, routes, 
lithographs, programs and circus books. 
Since that time I have cut down on the 
amount I file, using mostly items per- 
taining to rolling stock, performances 
and personnels. I keep some routes, but 
I find this hard, mainly because so few 
shows publish their routes regularly. 

With three exceptions I have seen 
every railroad circus in the last 15 years 
at least once. 

I have believed in the future of the 
motorized circus ever since I saw Honest 
Bill’s in 1923. My first love was the rail- 
road circus and I still believe that a com. 
pact 10-car outfit, using trucks for the 
advance, could make money playing New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and the Middle 
West. I also believe that a small one- 
ring truck show with a good bareback 
rider, a clown, etc., would be a success.

The Variety 
Artistes Federation raised ng objection 
to the entry of the circus whose manage.

sonnel. The Labor Ministry’s objection 
to the circus is said to be due to the 
acknowledged difficulty of deriving in- 
come tax from the Germans. 

As a result of the ban the proprietors 
of the Circus Gleich contemplate bring- 
ing an action for damages, estimated at 
$400,000, against the British Government. 
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Old-Time Showmen

Batcheller & Doris Grand Inter-Ocean 
Show, opened what was to be the last 
season of that partnership at West Ches- 
ter, Pa., on April 8, 1882. The hard-coal 
towns of Pennsylvania were played dur- 
ing last half of April. They had reached 
Cleveland for a three days’ engagement 
May 10, 11 and 12 to fine business. In a 
contest of opposition billing in many 
stands, the business was really phenom- 
enal. Mlle. Christine, the double-headed 
girl, was featured strong in the adver- 
tising, she and Johnny Patterson, the 
“Rambler from Clare,” in his clown spe- 
cialties, won favor among the newspaper 
fraternity of Cleveland. After the first 
day’s exhibition The Morning Leader on 
May 11 credited and described Mlle. 
Christine as the “two-headed night- 
ingale,” and Patterson’s clowning as “ex- 
ceedingly funny.” The Penny Press in 
the afternoon said thousands had waded 
thru deep mud to enjoy a performance 
and menagerie display that charmed 
them. The Morning Herald of May 
12 went into ecstatic praise of the 
entire show and its management. 

Toledo, O.; Napoleon; Ft. Wayne, Ind.; 
Huntington, Wabash, Peru, Logansport, 
La Fayette and Danville, Ill., were the ex. 
hibition stands from May 18 to 27. The 
full week of June 26 was taken in St. 
Louis, followed by a week in Chicago. 
The business was so good that city coun. 
cil took notice and promptly increased 
their circus license from $25 per month 
to $100 per day. Chicago liked the show 
to the extent of good business all week, 
and a record of four performances to take 
care of the 4th of July crowds. Chicago 
Times of July 8 even exceeded Cleveland 
papers in its praise of Batcheller & Doris 
by stating that the large crowds of the 
city’s best people was evidence of the 
show’s merits. 

Wisconsin’s many good show stands 
were visited after leaving Chicago. Ot- 
tumwa, Ia., had been reached by August 
10; Knoxville, Des Moines, Chariton, 
Creston, Red Oak and Council Bluffs fol. 
lowed. Omaha August 18, Lincoln 19, 
were the first two stands in Nebraska. 
Johnny Patterson in his song specialties 
and clowning funnyisms was the out- 
standing favorite of patrons in the West- 
ern cities. The newspapers, thru the 
clever press work of C. A. Davis, had used 
the St. Louis, Chicago and Decatur, IIl., 
articles as advance press publicity, which 
served as an introduction for “The 
Rambler from Clare,” and his appearance 
in the ring was the cue for a welcome 
reception at each performance. One of 
Patterson’s original jokes was to tell the 
audience that the only perscn he knew 
who could fully appreciate a two-ring 
circus was Mlle. Christine, the two- 
headed girl, as she could watch both 
rings at once. 


To the Southwest late in August and 
into Texas at Dennison on September 11; 
then Greenville, Minneola, Tyler, Pales- 
tine and Longview. Shreveport, La., on 
September 18. Back into Texas to 
Marshall, Jefferson, Texarkana, Clarks- 
ville and Paris. It was a long and thoro 
itinerary in the Lone Star State. Waco 
was played October 11 end Austin on the 
21st. San Marcos, 23; New Braunfels, 
24; San Antonio two days, 25 and 26; 
Luling, 27; Gonzales, 28. Galveston was 
also given two days. Some Mississippi 
and Louisiana dates filled the time up to 
November 19, which begun a nine days’ 
engagement in New Orleans. The 
Picayune on November 24 said: “Good 
wine needs no bush and the Batcheller & 
Doris Circus needs no puffing.” Daily 
Item and Daily States went into lengthy 
descriptive detail of the show’s program, 
with loud praise for every act, and 
stressed the excellence of Johnny Patter- 
son’s clowning and Irish songs. 


The season closed at Jackson, Tenn., on 
December 8. The show was shipped to 
Philadelphia, Pa. G. H. Bacheller sold 
his interest in the show to Mr. Doris, de. 
cided he had accumulated a fair-sizea 
fortune, and decided to retire. The an- 
nouncement of the purchase, selection of 
winter quarters, plans for the 1883 season 
and that the name of the show would be 
John B_ Doris’ Great Inter-Ocean Show 
was published in Philadelphia and New 
York papers during week of December 10,

presented at theaters 50 years ago, will 
mention a few offerings same week Batch- 
eller & Doris closed their circus season.

William Ketrow using 10- 
cent merchants’ ticket plan 
—recent business good 


CINCINNATI, May 28.—When Kay 
Bros.’ Circus (motorized), under man- 
agement of William Ketrow, was at 


Miamisburg, O., on Thursday the de- 
partment editor paid it a visit in the 
afternoon. Weather was hot and attend- 
ance was light; in fact, it was the poor- 
est matinee of the season. Opening date 
was at Ashland, Va., April 23. Mr. 
Ketrow informed that business the last 
two weeks (show was in Ohio) has been 
good. 

Mr. Ketrow.is also using the mer- 
chants’ ticket plan (ticket and 10 cents 
gains admission) and it has been proving 
satisfactory. Admission to those without 
these tickets is 35 cents for adults and 
10 cents for children in afternoon and 
35 and 25 cents at night. Many of the 
patrons remain for the concert at the 
bargain price of 5 cents. They get their 
money’s worth, and that also goes for 
the big show. 

The outfit has 22 vehicles, consisting 
of trucks, trailers and house cars, and 52 
people are on the payroll. Performance 
is given under a 60-foot top, with four 
30s, and seating capacity is 1,200. Ani- 
mals carried are Mena, billed as largest 
female elephant in America; camel, 
trained dogs, ponies, monkeys, razor-back 
hogs and bucking mule. No parade is 
offered. 

This neat little truck show is carrying 
a 12-piece band, directed by R. S. Met- 
tler, Mr. Ketrow does announcing of 
the features and concert. 

Opening number of a very pleasing 
performance is a fast comedy acrobatic 
turn by two Miller Bros. Si Kitchie fol- 
lows, giving a very good performance on 
swinging perch. Charles Fortuna, clown 
juggler, has some good comedy with his 
routine of tricks. Some neat balancing 
is done by Mrs. Al Kadell on trapeze. 
Football pony, worked by Fred Burns, 
fetched the laughs. Burns follows with 
Sparkle, talking pony, a very clever 
animal. Will and Myrtle Miller have a 
dandy Roman ring turn. Robert Ketrow’s 
hand balancing on stairs and table, with 
a little comedy injected, was given a 
hand. Usual routine on double traps is 
done speedily by Harry and Vera Foster. 
Burns has an interesting dog act. One 
of the canines does an exceedingly good 
“drunk” and another back somersaults. 
Burns again, this time with riding dogs 
and monkeys. Foot juggling, using 4 
barrel, very well done by Will Miller.

Blow to A. C. 


Junking of improvement 
plans follows legal bar to 
Steel Pier’s work program 


ATLANTIC CITY, May 28.—Future of 
the beach front amusement industry 
was given a severe blow this past week 
by the decision of Chancery Court in 
restraining Steel Pier Company from 
making a contemplated $200,000 im- 
provement which would have made this 
structure still more of an outstanding 
world amusement center. The court upe 
held the 1896 easement deed which had 
previously been declared “dead.” , 

This decision will not only hurt the 
resort from standpoint of improvements 
but the Steeplechase Pier Company, 
owing to it, is junking all plans for 
rebuilding, it being felt that as long as 
the easement deed is upheld proposed 
structures are endangered. 

Million-Dollar Pier Company also has 
done away with plans for improvement, 
and several outside syndicates interested 
in beach-front amusement structures, it 
is reported, have dropped all negotia- 
tions. 


Allege Other Violations 


Following the decision it is being de- 
clared that the easement deed had al- 
ready been violated by others without 
protest in the erection of large signs and 
by other ocean structures when they cut 
off the view from the Boardwalk. 

The restraining order was secured by 
Charles P. Tilton, a bidder for the job 
and controller of a beach-front property

The fact that the freezer he represents 
has far exceeded any previous pre-season 
demand may assert that his judgment 
was by no means misplaced, permitting 
“beyond 
the seas” in addition to the universal 
domestic interest in this modern ex- 
ample of catering.

CHICAGO, May 28.—The 1933 Century 
of Progress Exposition will open its gates 
to the public on June 1 for a prolonged 
preview of the fair. June 1 also will 
mark dedication of the Hall of Science.

Installation will be 
completed June 11, several days before 
the national Republican convention 
opens.

HANOVER, Pa., May 28.—Real estate 
of Hanover Agricultural Society was sold 
at public auction on May 18 to L. B. 
Sheppard, Hanover Stock Farms, for 
$56,750. The grounds, on which fairs 
had been held for 47 years, comprise 43 
acres with stables, half-mile track and 
exhibit buildings. 


Kellogg Ranch Taken Over 


LOS ANGELES, May 28.—The Arabian 
horse stock from the Kellogg Ranch has 
been a feature of all California fairs and 
horse shows and in adjacent States. 
W. K. Kellogg at his 700-acre ranch for 
years bred only pure Arabian stock in an 
endeavor to perpetuate the breed. Last 
week the ranch with all stock was taken 
over by the State of California to be 
used by University of California Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry. With the 
ranch goes an endowment fund of 
3700,000.

Opposes Curb 


In Attractions 


No intention of cutting 
amusements at New York’s 
fairs, declares Green 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 28.—Reports were 
sent out a few days ago by a press service 
quoting Secretary Walter S. Green, New 
York State Department of Agriculture 
and Markets, as saying that county fair 
associations of the State were considering 
a movement to cut out to a large extent 
outdoor amusement features and to ex- 
tend greater efforts in exhibits of farm 
and agriculture subjects. 

Secretary Green today said that he had 
been misquoted relative to consideration 
of any intention of eliminating any 
amusement attractions at county fairs of 
the State, as it is an established fact that 
these added shows in connection with 
fairs continue to be big attractions in 
every community and that if these shows 
presented annually were discontinued, an 
outstanding drawing card would be great- 
ly missed by regular fair patrons. 


Must Please Fairgoers 


“To rely entirely and solely upon agri. 
culture and farm exhibits would fail to 
interest present-day fairgoers, and fairs 
would prove less attractive than ever 
without circus and vaudeville acts, Wild 
West shows, fireworks and allied attrac- 
tions,” Secretary Green said. 

“It is true than an effort will be made 
to improve and extend agriculture and 
farm exhibits as a matter of education, 
but this does not mean that amusement 
offeri will be curtailed.” 

Another fair official, at head of one of 
the largest and most successful New York 
county fair associations, said: “No, we 
cannot afford to cut down qn amusement 
features of our fair, as we consider them 
most pleasing and entertaining additions 
to our annual exhibitions, and the people 
look for and expect new and novel en- 
tertainment as provided by the large 
outdoor amusement enterprises each séa- 
son.” 


Need Novel Features 


He cited as an instance to support his 
views: “In our county,” he said, “we raise 
some of the best herds of blooded cattle, 
which residents of the county may see 
almost any day by looking over a fence; 
such exhibitions naturally would interest 
them but little.

LOS ANGELES, May 28. — Rivalry 
among groups endeavoring to re-estab- 
lish running racing in Southern Cali- 
fornia is intense, as three groups are now 
planning to build plants. 

Report is that Alexander Pantages, 
theater magnate, is anxious to enter the 
field and that a company headéd by him 
has a location at Redondo boulevard 
and Imperial avenue and plans a racing 
plant in opposition to the two other 
groups. 

J. M. Smoot, of New York and Miami, 
announces that work will begin in a few 
days on the plant being promoted by 
him among Los Angeles business men. 

The location will be on the vast estate 
of the late Lucky Baldwin, near Arcadia, 
and at the former site of the Santa 
Anita track* made famous in early days 
when the Santa Anita stables saddled 
some of the world’s most famous thoro- 
breds. 

The lease for the grounds has been 
signed and his organization completed, 
but personnel as yet not announced. 
Anita Baldwin, it is said, will be one of

the stock holders, which is in itself as- 
surance that this group is seriously in 
earnest. 


The plant will be known as Santa 
Anita Park, with the Los Angeles Jockey 
Club controlling. It is the plan of Smoot 
to establish the California Derby with a 
purse of $50,000 added money, which will 
make this one of the country’s richest 
stakes. 


The group headed by Harry L. Lewis 
apparently is going ahead with its 
plan to build a plant at Baldwin Park. 
Lewis said his plant would be open by 
September 15, but this does not appear 
likely, as this seems a short time in 
which to erect buildings and lay out a 
track of such magnitude. 


Meanwhile the group of stockholders 
of Agua Caliente Jockey Club has not 
been able to effect a permanent organiza- 
tion. It would appear that with Los 
Angeles operating one or more racing 
plants the track over the border would 
have tough sledding, as the draw is 
mostly from Los Angeles County.

might pay pressing obligations 
amounting to about $8,000, so that the 
annual fair may be continued, is one 
proposing that expenses be underwritten 
by public-spirited citizens and organiza- 
tions in the 10 towns of the county. 
The society was established more than 
80 years ago and has held nearly all its 
fairs at Riverhead. Suffolk fair has long 
been recognized as one of the best 
county fairs in New York State.

vice-president. Publicity sent out states 
the show will be held at Navy Pier on 
June 11-July 4, and specimen programs 
list about every imaginable type of en- 
tertainment. Among others the specimen 
left with The Billboard includes Grand 
Concert Bachman’s Million-Dollar Band; 
Entertainment Main Auditorium “Will 
Rogers”; Leading Radio Artists (Type 
“Clara, Lou and Em”), etc. 

Promotional activities of the proposed 
exposition are being handled by Harry A. 
Cochrane, formerly of Cochrane & Payne 
and for a short time manager of the 
old Madison Square Garden, New York. 
Walter Birmingham is in charge of pub- 
licity. 

Commercial Publicity, Inc., was incor- 
porated in July, 1930, under Illinois laws, 
and in January, 1931, the company was 
promoting a series of “Home-Health In- 
stitute” shows, which were to have been 
held in St. Louis, Memphis, Nashville, 
Tulsa, Wichita, Kansas City, Omaha and 
other cities. The plan, briefly, was to 
line up professional talent, such as foot- 
ball coaches, singers, speakers, etc., to 
draw huge crowds to these expositions, 
to which admittance was to be free. 
However, plans were subsequently 
dropped after a settlement of obliga- 
tions contracted. In February, 1932, the 
company attempted to promote a “Mer- 
chandise Exposition” to take place at 
the Palmer House, but these plans also 
were abandoned for economic reasons, 
and all money was refunded to ex- 
hibitors. 

Inquiry at offices of the concern 
elicited the information that the per- 
sonnel of the present show differs from 
those previously promoted.

Experience Exchange 
Methods Used in the Operation of My Concession Department 


By JAMES S. BUTLER 
(Secretary Maine State Fair, Lewiston) 


The writer has been interested with 
the management of concessions and space 
at the Lewiston Fair for the past 12 
years. The trustees must have been sat- 
isfied with my returns to the treasury, 
as results show an average increase of 
more than 200 per cent for the 12 years 
ever my predecessor, who handled con- 
cessions for 15 years. 

My showing was accomplished without 
increasing cost of space to concessioners. 
Concession folks have a good word to say 
for treatment they receive at Maine State 
Fair. 

The carnival operator who has a clean 
outfit makes good at our fair annually. 
His contract stipulates that his show 
must be “within the law,” no gambling 
or questionable features permitted. Pull. 
est co-operation is given such an organi. 
zation. 


YOUNGSTERS ARE NEEDED 


City officials of Lewiston, in apprecia- 
tion of the asset which the annual fair 
is to the city, assist us materially and al- 
low the superintendent of schools to ar- 
range the fall opening of schools a week 
after the fair closes, which allows school 
children to enjoy the fair, with its edu- 
cational and entertaining features. This 
patronage of school children means a lot 
to concessioners. 

Our fair officials co-operate with school 
heads and invite all children under 14 
years of age to be our guests every day 
of the fair, when children are accom- 
panied by parents or guardians. This 
move means a lot to the future of agri- 
cultural fairs. Get the youngsters inter. 
ested in fairs; some day they may be ex- 
hibivtors and patrons of our fairs. We 
need the youth of America if fairs are to 
continue to operate. 


BARS BASKET PEDDLERS 


Since 1920 Maine State Fair has had 
the distinction of heing “the only fair in 
the world where basket peddlers are 


barred.” Nobody is allowed to go 
around our grounds, outside the grand- 
stand inclosure, offering foods and drinks 
for sale. Only exceptions are “tintype” 
operators taking photographs or disabled 
venders of lead pencils. 

This all came about thru a discovery. 
The manager of concession space let a 
small space to a man who asked for 
enough frontage to set in a small car. 
He said he had ice-cream sandwiches to 
sell from rear of his car. It was de- 
cided that 5 feet were stifficient; he paid. 

We opened on a Labor Day under a hot 
sun and the ice-cream sandwiches went 
good, so good that several of the conces- 
sioners handling soft drinks, ice cream, 
etc., complained that they were not get- 
ting their share of ice-cream sandwich 
business. 

UNFAIR TO REGULARS 

I looked around and discovered why 
their business was falling off; checked up 
and found 18 young men all over our 
fairgrounds basket peddling ice-cream 
sandwiches. I traced the source of their 
supply back to that small car. The five 
foot operator was working at the car, 
selling and supplying his agents, who 
were working on a percentage and doing 
a swell business. 

The man supplying the peddlers was 
shown the gate and told not to return 
as long as I am superintendent of con- 
cessions. He went, and to date has not 
shown up at our fair. In his hurried 
exit he left a box containing his trade 
sign, nicely wrapped and evidently new 
— the sign painter, which read: 
“Adam -~———-—, Live Poul 
While You Wait.” ee 

On my visits to fairs I have watched 
those basket peddlers operate. They are 
a crafty lot. From that basket you can 
get almost anything, from peanuts to 
Jamaica ginger. Such peddlers are a det. 
riment and they injure business of regu- 
lar concessioners.

firm, under whose name the formal pro- 
test was launched. 

Amusement men fear for thé future of 
the resort if new beach-front amusement 
structures are discouraged. Only a short 
time ago it was voiced by Amusement 
Men's Association that the resort needed 
more attractions if it were to compete 
with other newer resorts in this vicinity. 


Old Deed Is Effective 


The decision in the Steel Pier case 
was handed down by Vice Chécncellor 
Robert Engersoll, who found that the 
proposed structure, including a_ base- 
ment under the pier, was in violation of 
the easement deed signed by George R. 
Jackson and his wife, previous owners 
of the pier, on April 30, 1896. He stated 
the law was clear, agreement being “no 
obstructions on ocean side of Boardwalk 
except pier 1,000 feet in leneth sup- 
ported upon iron or steel pilings of an 
open-work construction which permits 
passage.” 

The court said “the new structure is 
not of itself a pier . . is beyond 
footage extends beyond pier into 
bed of street.” , 

At the hearing counsel for the pier 
claimed easement deed already broken 
by sign erection, but court ruled de- 
fendant could not obtain any release by 
reason of the obstructions. 


Injurious, Says Gravatt 


“Its intent is to build a solid struce- 
ture from ground to Boardwalk level. 
There is nothing in easement deed giv- 
ing this right,” it was declared. 

Frank P. Gravatt, owner of the pier, 
stated that summer business would be 
affected and permanent injury would re- 
sult. This permanent injury is possible 
closing of the resort’s largest exhibit— 
General Motors display rooms. 

It is no secret that this concern’s 
executives began to feel uneasy following 
destruction of Steeplechase Pier by fire 
on February 14. They requested that some- 
thing be done to lend greater immunity 
to thousands of dollars’ worth of cars 
housed in the exhibit. This was included 
in the improvement program. Work had 
commenced before the injunction was 
granted, part of the pier being torn 
down. 


Fear Loss of Exhibits 


“Now we have been forced to stop 
work,” Mr. Gravatt said. “The exhibit 
Side of the pier is an eyesore. I feel 
I am being treated unjustly. I can find 
no violation of easement deed and can 
dispense with the program, but at a 
loss both to me and to Atlantic City. 
The employment is needed.” 

It is also hinted that if General Mo- 
tors closes up the Steel Pier will cut down 
on its legit attractions, thus causing an- 
other loss to the profession, the pier at 
times employing more than 100 per- 
formers. 

What disturbs Boardwalk enthusiasts 
is that removal of General Motors be- 
speaks further loss of national exhibits. 
General Electric abandoned its exhibits 
last year and four other national con- 
cerns followed.

I am still pitching can openers 
and blade sharpeners and find biz fair 
around Bridgeport, Conn.” 


NEW YORK CITY NOTES, by Charles 
(Doc) Miller—Pitch stores here would all 
be better off if they were run under 
the management of people who know the 
biz. All stores should feature courtesy 
and cleanliness and have only workers 
on their rosters who pay for the time 
they consume. Doc Perry’s “Halls 
of Fame” and “Famous Lecture Halls,” 
as he used to name them, have all gone 
out of the picture in the boro of Man- 
hattan. .

HERE'S GOOD NEWS for the legit 
sheetwriters, especially those who are 
working mag and book subscriptions. 
Newspaper clipping carrying the story is 
sent in by the sage of Albany, Walter 
Croxson Dodge. It is an editorial cap- 
tioned “Student Peddling” and reads in 
part as follows: “As welcome a bit of 
news aS has come along in many a day 
is the announcement from Yale that 
the leading colleges and universities of 
the East are joined in an effort to put 
a stop to vacation peddling by students 
who work a sympathy ‘racket’ on their 
customers. Few householders but have 
heard the plaintive appeal, ‘Please buy a 
subscription, madam. I need to sell just 
two more to win a scholarship.’ Selling 
magazines, or any other wares, is a 
legitimate means of earning one’s way 
thru college, to be sure. The offense 
against business ethics is in salesman- 
ship methods that depend for ‘high 
pressure’ on an appeal for sympathy for 
the student salesman rather than on the 
merit of his wares. This is more like 
begging than salesmanship, as Prof. Al- 
bert Beecher Crawford, director of the 
bureau of appointments at Yale, points 
out. It is a dubious sort of business 
training for a young man. Moreover, 
many young men who have never seen 
the inside of a college have represented 
themselves as students to cash in on 
the ‘sympathy racket.’ 
Eastern colleges and universities are en- 
listed in a drive to end this kind of stu- 
dent peddling. The customers, weary of 
importunities to ‘help me win a scholar- 
ship,’ will wish them success.” 


SMALL MERCHANTS of Lincoln, Neb., 
are again making the going hard for 


traveling salespeople of every descrip- 
tion, pitchmen in particular, as the fol- 
lowing from a local newspaper shows: 
“In a letter to Mayor Zehrung, S. A. 
Sanderson expresses sentiment of local 
merchants in favor of more and sharper 
teeth in the ordinance which attempts 
to control peddlers and itinerant dealers. 
Protection is desired against the man 
who peddles rugs and other articles from 
house to house without overhead obliga- 
tion. The letter was referred to Deputy 
Attorney Chapman, who will suggest that 
persons knowing of ordinance violations 
report the same. The attorney suspects 
that it is more lack of enforcement than 
absence of teeth. There are, in fact, 
four ordinances dealing with the sub- 
ject. One defines ‘peddlers’ as the door 
to door solicitor. This fixes license at 
$100 for one year, $60 for six months or 
#15 for one month or fraction. During 
Mayor Love’s administration the council 
amended another ordinance assessing, in 
addition to license, occupation tax of $40 
per month against peddlers. A _ third 
ordinance regulates fruit peddlers, while 
a fourth provides license of $50 daily 
against the itinerant merchant who 
brings in a stock goods for immediate 
disposal. As the result of an Oregon 
decision, cities thruout the country find 
difficulty in attempting to control the 
representative of an out-of-State con- 
cern who takes orders, his house ship- 
ping direct. This being treated as inter- 
state business.”

Speaking of the Zoos 
A Parisian Lion Show 
Maybe Sheepdogs Next 
A Book About Animals 
Tidbits of the Week

EVERAL items concerning the animal 
kingdom bid for attention this week. 
Wells Hawks, who has always been 

gifted with attacks of sloganry, once said 
in this publication something to the ef- 
fect that elephants are press agents. No 
one will deny it, nor will anyone deny 
that animals serve as the subjects of 
countless newspaper stories. In fact, 
when slaves of the city desk run out of 
material, they can always depend on the 
city’s zoos: they dash to the spot and 
come back with yarns, many of them in- 
teresting. If a kid thinks that if it isn’t 
enticing it isn’t pie, he also thinks that if 
there are no animals it isn’tacircus. And 
he’s right, each kid according to his own 
philosophy. First there are the sheep- 
dogs. At one of the local picture studios 
we watched them unreel this species in 
action in the wide open of Australia. 
Sheepdog experts, E. J. Kilpatrick among 
them, testify that the breed from the 
Antipodes is the most intelligent and 
alert of the canine family, far superior 
to the English sheepdog. To watch them 
separate the “marked” ones from the 
others, @ process known as “shedding,” 
bears out this contention. What seems 
most interesting of all is that a veritable 
canine extravaganza of this type could 
be put on at some of the Midwest, Far 
West and Northwestern fairs to good ad- 
vantage. Cattlemen of those regions are 
probably nearer to the soil, more alive to 
its meaning, than their Eastern brethren, 
and might therefore more nearly appre- 
ciate a sheepdog show of this kind. Some 
day it will be staged, but right now it 
needs a pioneer who would also be on 
tap with the funds. 


HEN there are statistics on visitors 

to the zoo. This one concerns the 

New York Zoological Park in the 
Bronx. Last year this popular spot drew 
nearly 3,000,000 people, a record number 
for this zoo and a mark that may stand 
for some time. We wonder how many of 
the animals saw service with shows be- 
fore being taken into captivity. 

Incidentally, a book about zoos, The 
City Jungle, has just appeared. It is by 
Felix Salten, a German, who knows his 
animals, to which he ascribes human 
feelings. He follows them thru their 
nativity in the jungles, emigration to 
other lands, and, finally, as Gustav David- 
son in The Daily News describes it, to 
their ending “in a miserable iron en- 
closure and lifelong imprisonment in a 
city park, all for the satisfaction of the 
curious.” Herr Salten, author of Bambi, 
discusses a wide range of animals and 
their life. He laments the cage. He 
would, in fact, deliver all animals up to 
the jungle, which has first claim. Still 
many animals are seemingly contented 
with circus and zoo life. 

And here’s a little lion novelty ema- 
nating from San Antonio. Working un- 
Ger the direction of the secretary to the 
local Child Protective and Humane So- 
ciety, a veterinarian pulled a bad tooth 
of a lioness on a county farm. Lioness 
is an ex-trouper and deserves a break, 
but we fail to see where even a “humane” 
society is the last word in dentistry. Or 
does that particular organization employ 


a lion trainer? And was the fem under 
ether? 


NE more crack at animal sagas and 
then we're thru. In Paris, of which 
you may have heard, they're offering 

up “The Great Indoor African Lion 
Hunt,” with “100 real lions and star per- 
formers in its highly original plot,” ac- 
cording to the correspondent for T/te 
Times. Setting is a miniature desert in 
the Sudan, presented within the space 
occupied by the six-day bike race track 
at the Palace of Sports, all with realistic 
stage effects. There are also big game 
hunters, characteristically attired, but 
the blase Times reporter says they look 
like they came out of a musical comedy. 


In short, they look phony. A burlesque 
hunt is put on and the crowd roars. 
Sounds like a lavish production. An 
American promoter, name not given, is 
the producer.

that the Circus Fans’ Association is 

doing for the circus has just been 
learned. This time it is the Circus Fans 
of Iowa, Ringling Top No. 1. A move- 
ment has been inaugurated by this 
group to have the licenses for circuses 
showing in Iowa reduced; in fact, suc- 
cess has already been met with at Des 
Moines. 

On May 20-25 Des Moines members of 
the Top petitioned the mayor and city 
commissioners to lower the license from 
$300 a day to $150, and to make the fee 
for each succeeding day $100. Three 
days later the request was granted by 
the adoption of an amendment to the 
ordinance. 

Here’s the petition to the mayor and 
city council that resulted in the re- 
duction: 

“Believing as we do that the visit of 
a circus and menagerie to our city is of 
educational value for the children; that 
the circus gives all the people varied, 
delightful, unusual and wholesome en- 
tertainment; that a visit of a circus to 
cities and towns is welcomed by 
chambers of commerce, indicating that 
the financial condition of its citizens is 
such as to warrant the circus’ yearly 
visit; and knowing as we do that cities 
ind towns are asking circus manage- 
ments to include them in their routes 
each year, as an inducement for bringing 
visitors from surrounding villages and 
country—we ask, due to present condi- 
tions, that you give favorable considera- 
tion to the reduction of the license fee 
of $300 a day, as shown in the Fourth 
Section of Ordinance No. 3865, and that 
the license be reduced to $150 per ex- 
hibition day and for each succeeding day 
#100 and thus assure the visit to our 
city of a circus this season.” 

Incidentally, when Iowa first organized 
as Ringling Top the license fee in Des 
Moines was $500 a day.

Frank J. Lee tells me that up to the 
third week of May he played 15 towns in 
Texas with the Catalina Whaling Com- 
pany Unit No. 1, of which he is general 
agent, and found an optimistic spirit 
prevailing in most of these. With good 
crops thru that section of the country 
he feels that show business will be good 
next fall when the cotton and grain 
are sold, whether high prices are in 
vogue or not. Of course, he says, it all 
depends on the national elections, tho. 
Out of the 15 towns Frank secured 12 
sponsorships by the daily papers, includ- 
ing Ft. Worth and Dallas, and he kept 
up the price of the show except in a 
couple of places where he used the 
coupon idea, which worked to good ad- 
vantage; also merchant tieup, which he 
thinks he will use up to the time that 
he hits the three-day fairs, booking in- 
dependently. At Tyler early in May 
Frank made a tieup with the Courier- 
Times-Telegraph and the Queen Theater, 
Publix house, the newspaper in large 
space in its classified section advertising 
“a free pass to the Queen Theater and 
to the Whale Show with each classified 
ad” brought to the paper’s office on cer- 
tain days. Story in the news columns 
also called attention to the tieup. 

With the whale unit besides Frank are 
Rex Lee, unit manager; William Clark, 
billing agent; Captain Howard Trainer, 
school and dinner-club talker and lec- 
turer on Octopus Show; Tex Caviness, 
lecturer on Whale and Deep Sea Show; 
Barney Barnhill, in charge of construc- 
tion and lights; Wave Trainer, cashier; 
Hugh Clayton and Jack Reeves, deck- 
hands and ticket takers.

A Century of Progress, to be held in 
Chicago in 1933, has made No appropria- 
tion for newspaper advertising, deciding 
to depend upon publicity handouts. It 
was felt that if such a campaign were 
released and did not include all the 
leading newspapers, those which were 
not on the schedule might be offended, 
with injurious results to the exposition. 
The only newspaper advertising that 
might be placed would come from com- 
panies having exhibits. 

Making no appropriation for news- 
paper advertising isn’t right. No paper 
can exist without this revenue, and 
while every one, no doubt, would be 


liberal with free space pertaining to the 
exposition because of it being world wide 
in scope, it’s notfair not to receive 
something in return. 

The reason. given for not conducting 
an adyertising campaign in the news- 
papers is a weak one. It would be just 
too bad if the papers took a similar 
stand and refused to give free space, 
even tho it is a world’s fair. 

I'm sure I know what those con- 
nected with the exposition would say if 
they were asked to work for nothing. 
The advertising situation is no different.

season and tourist trade is still just 
ahead for them, and they count on it 
being a very profitable three months. 
Some of these jobbers are trying to make 
arrangements with American manufac- 
turers to ship the playing board and me- 
chanical parts of machines, minus the 
cabinet, into Canada. The parts can be 
shipped into Canada at a much lower 


tariff rate than the complete machine. ” 


Some manufacturers tell me that in- 
quiries from Porto Rico are showing an 
increased interest in automatic games, 
especially the smaller types. Some good 
jobbers are getting under way in that 
territory and promise that they can do 
good business both in operating and in 
selling games. 

* . . 

June ushers in the summer months 
and the full swing of attention to resort 
and tourist trade. Correspondence from 
many quarters indicates that the demand 
now is for the smaller types of machines 
in the lower price field, particularly 
counter model games. Hotels, resorts 
and clubs continué to use the high-grade 
games, but the trade seems to feel that 
the summer business will call for larger 
quantities of the smaller games. Lead- 
ers in the trade are of the opinion that 
this demand for the smaller games may 
continue well thru the summer, and 
thus serve the very useful purpose. of 
mitigating what is usually called the 
summer slump. 

The Seeburg-A. B. T. alliance is a 
recognition of the big opportunities at 
the present time of supplying the de- 
mand for a high-grade counter model 
machine, and there are other manufac- 
turers recognizing the opportunity also. 
O. D. Jennings & Company have an- 
nounced the Victory Ball game, which 
is an adaptation of the Jay-Ball to small- 
er dimensions and thus meet the trade 
trends. 

Everybody is curious to know what 
the summer months will mean for auto- 
matic games. The prospects of expand- 
ing into the summer amusement field 
furnished plenty of inspiration for an 
early summer drive. The summer re- 
sorts and other outdoor amusement fields 
also seemed to welcome the automatic 
games as a new source of entertainment 
and profit. This momentum should 
help to carry over the summer months 
with good results. No reports have 
reached us yet of any reaction against 
automatic games on the part of the 
public. There is some difference of 
opinion within trade circles about price 
cutting, the matter of commissions, sales 
to locations, etc., that might be discour- 
aging if it were taken too seriously. 

The heat of the summer months will 
no doubt assist greatly the settling of 
the trade into more permanent channels. 
The alliance of two important manufac- 
turers in the trade suggests that there 
is room for other manufacturers to pool 
their facilities and marketing ideas, and 
thus eliminate many of the duplications 
that may soon embarrass further efforts 
at trade expansion. Everybody recog- 
nizes that there are too many manufac- 
turers making too many games of similar 
design and gaming principles. As one 
trade leader suggested to me, the thing 
will gradually simmer down to more 
settled limits, with the reputable manu- 
facturers making nfore distinctive ma- 
chines for the trade. 

In this settling down process, the op- 
eration of automatic games is also be- 
coming a distinct profession or business. 
Successful operators have been quick to 
recognize that to be permanent the au- 
tomatic games business must assume its 
place as a part of the great business of 
supplying amusement to the American 
fun-loving public. This enables the op- 
erator to not only draw ideas from the 
past experience of the coin-machine 
business, but to get suggestions and 
ideas from the various branches of the 
amusement world. Thousands of oper- 
ators now study The Billboard every 
week, not only for the coin machines 
section but to get ideas on the general 
amusement business. Greater opportu- 
nities for the use of automatic games 
are gained in that way. 

The most helpful shift in the trade 
has been the new attention given the 
location owner. The operator now gives 
the location owner credit for being able 
to make any standard game pay on loca- 
tion, or to make it a failure. The oper- 
ator’s job becomes one of getting the 
full co-operation of the location owner. 
He must be supplied with the latest ideas 
for making games get the play. The op- 
erator thus becomes a salesman and pro- 
fessional authority on amusement ma-

A. D. Schaeffer says that a num- 
ber of operators of nickel play games 
are using a 5-stick package of chew- 
ing gum, made by the American 
Chewing Products Company, which 
is given to the player by the loca- 
tion owner each time he plays the 
game. This gum is said to cost the 
operator approximately 1 cent per 
package, and is proving a real 
stimulus to play on locations. 


chines. Both manufacturers ang oper- 
ators are beginning to recognize that 
the location owner must have full co- 
operation and full information on how 
to make the games go over with the 
public if automatic amusement is to 
still grow in favor with the public. The 
location owner Naturally looks to the 
operator to give him this information 
first hand, and a few manufacturers 
have already recognized the value of 
preparing literature especially for the lo- 
cation owner so that he can study the 
merchandising of automatic - games 
amusement to the public as a business. 

Here is a friendly letter from Cecil W. 
Stewart, a Michigan operator: “I have 
been reading your articles for some time 
and wish to say that they sure ring the 
bell to my notion. I look forward each 
week for them. I am operating in this 
territory a fleet of pin games and my 
business has held up well during the 
past season because I discovered that I 
must give the players a change. That is, 
every three weeks I change my machines, 
altho there are some places that I don’t 
have to change for as long as two 
months. I have learned that variety is 
what counts. A few issues back you 
mentioned an apple vender. I would like 
to have the address of the firm, as I 
believe that would be a good wrinkle.” 


The fourth annual International Pat- 
ent Exposition closed in New York City 
May 29. I have attended two of these 
expositions and always had a special 
interest in new efforts at developing coin 
machines and in amusement devices 
which might be adapted to operating by 
coin mechanism. This year the general 
news reports which I have seen have 
been meager and I have no information 
at all as to what new ideas were of 
particular interest to the automatic 
trade.

drive away thoughts of adverse business 
conditions. 

If it is a rainy day and the Saturday 
half-holiday or other holiday is, willy 
nilly, confined to the indoors, the coin 
machine is a friend in need, an antidote 
for the blues. A touch of human interest 
was suggested by the chief of the special- 
ties division in a comment to the effect 
information reaching the Commerce De- 
partment was that during the hardest of 
times in England, receipts from coin ma. 
chines actually increased, bearing out the 
thought that they furnish something to 
turn to in times of hard going and divert 
the mind from real or imaginary troubles. 
As many as 10 or 12 new machines are 
brought out each month, according to 
Mr. King, some of which prove very good 
and others not so good, but the propor- 
tion of winners is high. 

The interesting fact is that the ma- 
jority of new machines are of the amuse- 
ment type. Three years ago, in Northern 
Europe, the coin-machine industry had 
been further developed than in this 
country, but this condition does not pre- 
vail now, with so many minds active in 
inventing new wrinkles, both of the 
amusement and of the commercial va- 
riety. Naturally, the coin-operated article 
has the strongest demand upon the 
popular mind; tends more to challenge 
the curiosity and the imagination. In 
Europe, such as England, Denmark, 
Sweden anda Germany, according to King, 
there have been developed some auto- 
matic-machine ideas which we in the 
United States have not. 

The patent office in Washington fur- 
nishes an interesting picture of the de- 
velopment of inventive talent along the 
coin-machine line. 

At the Bureau of the Census it was 
pointed out that manufacturers’ sales of 
vending machines, as they are classified 
by the Bureau, in 1929 were $8,821,261. 
In 1927 they were $7,058,921, and in 1925, 
$4,202,106. It will be seen, therefore, that 
in the four years from ’25 to ’29 manu- 
facturers’ sales more than doubled. Sales 
for 1931 are not yet available. Figures 
for the census of manufactures for that 
year are now being collected, and will 
not be ready for several months. A pretty 
good guess would seem to be, however, 
that in 1931, the first year of the so- 
called depression in its worst form, re- 

ts on this industry will show it was 
in excellent shape as compared with other 
industries. Also, that not only as an in- 
dustrial and merchandising industry of 
real proportions will it be entitled to 
credit, but for helping to keep up the 
public morale by its always available and 
inexpensive contribution to cheerfulness 
and a brighter outlook as to the future. 

And, just as a parting thought in con. 
nection with the diversity of ways in 
which coin machines are being utilized 
these days, the city of Chicago now per- 
mits them on busy corners, 2n a basis of 
a charge of $2 per machine per year. 
Other cities may be doing likewise. If 
not now, they doubtless will, eventually. 


AIRPORT AMUSEMENT—

purposes suited to their needs, will, as 
a rule, find a potential audience right at 
their doors. 

Information is, and this is the fact 
locally, the airports draw hundreds of 
sightseers on holidays, Sundays and dur- 
ing daylight hours in the spring and 
summer, drawn there for the purpose of 
being amused. Aside from opportunities 
for tent shows to take advantage of such 
space, other amusements are beMmg fast 
added to attractions at airports over the 
country, it was stated to The Billboard 
representative by one of the executives 
of the aeronautics branch, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Along this line this 
Official said: 

Camden, N. J., for example, has a 
central swimming pool as well as tennis 
courts. Golf is played there also. A 
dog show, one of real proportions, is 
expected to be held on airport property 
this summer or fall. At Dayton’s 
municipal airport a Whip has been es- 
tablished. Incidentally, there also is a 
swimming pool at Hoover Airport. The 
Detroit airport is using its great hangar 


for accommodating conventions. A mu- 
nicipal golf club has been established 
just alongside the Santa Monica airport. 
Speedboats are taking advantage of 
water adjacent to the Oakland port, and 
so it goes. These instances are suggested 
only as pointing a moral, the increasing 
tendency towards the allocation of 
amusement interests on airport grounds 
or adjacent thereto and operated inde- 
pendently of the port authorities. Con- 
cessions of different kinds in the way 
of dining rooms, often with dancing, and 
the like are becoming quite a feature at 
such ports. 


When it is considered that the total 
number of airports and landing fields in 
the United States as of April 1, 1932, 
was 2,129, with applications coming in 
regularly for the establishing of new 
ports, the possibilities along amusement 
lines as by-products of these institutions 
are at once apparent. The fact is air- 
ports in the beginning are hard put to 
get by financially like any other new 
business venture. Most of them, there- 
fore, welcome any proper and wholesome 
innovation on spare fields adjacent to 
them in supplementing their incomes, 
Also, anything which tends to bring 
more people out to the vicinity of the 
port is pretty certain in time to aid the 
flying game thru interesting new people 
in it, many of whom probably would not 
be attracted to it otherwise. 

A total of 731 airports and landing 
fields now have night lighting equip- 
ment, which means that not only during 
daylight hours but also at night they 
are taking their places among the 
localities known as the “bright lights.” 

In an Official bulletin issued by the 
Aeronautics Division, Department of 
Commerce, titled Airport Management, 
there appears under the heading of 
“Sources of Revenue” suggestions as to 
how airport income might be supple- 
mented. In this section charges for con- 
cessions are discussed such as the 
following: News and candy stand, lunch- 
room or restaurant, photograph machines 
or regular studio; vending machines sell- 
ing candy, cigarets, soap, towels, combs 
and other toilet articles; checking par- 
cels, hotel accommodations, revenues 
from coin-box telephones, barber shop, 
shoe-shine stand, soda fountain, revenue 
from the sale of grand-stand seats or 
parking space for automobiles. As to 


charges for concessions, it is stated they 


must be fixed with local conditions in 
mind and are naturally dependent upon 
the facilities provided and the volume of 
business the concessioners can expect. 

A committee on Airport Zoning and 
Eminent Domain has been named by the 
Department of Commerce Aeronautics 
Division, and this committee is giving 
attention to the question of providing, 
thru regulation, for the protection of 
airport property and adjoining prop- 
erty, and always with a view to the 
ultimate expansion, possibly, of the port. 

All in all, the amusement industry 
would seem to have a real stake in the 
development of airports, both commer- 
cial and municipal.

She has too many 
friends here, and they would miss her 
if we let her go.” Ruhe sought to renew 
acquaintanceship with Susie, but the lit- 
tle anthropoid lady either didn’t know 
him or simply high-hatted him. It was 
Ruhe who engineered the arrangements 
whereby Susie was brought to America 
about three years ago on the Graf Zep- 
pelin, the famous German dirigible, and 
he was on hand to receive her when she 
landed. He subsequently sold her to 


two New York men, from whom she was 
purchased for the Zoo a year ago by 
Robert J. Sullivan, Cincinnatian. Colonel 
Stephan talked to Ruhe about kangaroos, 
flamingoes and about 60 different vari- 
eties of birds as a possible exchange for 
the baby hippo. Ruhe left promising to 
work out an equitable deal.

OSKALOOSA, Ia.—Reductions in ad- 
mission prices for Southern Iowa Fair 
and Exposition were made by directors. 
Adult main gate admissions were cut to 
85 cents from 50 cents; center sections 
of the grand stand will be reserved for 
35 cents with the rest of the grand stand, 
bleachers, paddock and quarterstretch 25 
cents against a general 50-cent grand- 
stand admission charge in past seasons;

sion show. About half the space of the 
theater used last season by a combo 
gun spinning and Oriental show is oc- 
cupied by Lady Alice’s Pets, assemblage 
of mice, Persian cats, pigeons and other 
animals. Jungle Show, piloted by Larkin 
and Bird, appears to have draw qualities, 
what with its mechanically contrived 
monsters and fine exterior frameup. It 
replaces last season’s polar expedition 
exhibit on the same spot. 

Innovation is George Hamid’s Wild 
Animal Circus and Menagerie, occupying 
the Hippodrome arena and entire space 
opposite one of the rides. William 
Schultz spreads out with a big cage 
and two cages flanking and connecting 
with the center cage, in which Marion 
Knowlton performs with six lions. Turn 
also including a pyramid with a white 
horse and dogs feeding from milk bottle. 
Top trick has Miss Knowlton in a 
“burial.” 


In the arena Schultz presents his pony 
octet in the customary formations— 
menage act, in which Miss Knowlton and 
a young girl make up ae trio, and a com- 
bination animal turn composed of an 
elephant, three dogs and two ponies— 
reigning stunt being elephant’s forelegs 
on tub, dog mounted on pony which 
rides under bull's belly, with dog leap- 
ing to pachyderm’s back, replacing one 
set there to leap to oncoming pony. 

First seen by reporter at George 
Hamid’s circus in the Bronx last winter, 
it is a most intricate and unusual animal 
turn and is better this trip because of 
finer trappings and habiliments. Rest 
of show includes Jeanette May, working 
on rope, rings and then into deftly 
executed planges; Florenz Trio, comedy 
acros; Florenz’s clown bit with dog; 
Bunny Dryden, wire artist, who does 
some amazing acrobatics and very little 
of the conventional wire stuff. Does 
one hand, stomach, back and knee hbal- 
ancing; leaps over table, once in a 
blindfold; chair sitting, revolutions and 
a bevy of other tricks. Gags around 
with a clown, using a thin pole. Ring- 
master is “Grover Whalen” Dumont, 
while Joe Hughes, of the Hamid office, 
is in resident charge. Show admission 
is 50 cents and the customary semi- 
free performance is out. A marquee adds 
the necessary touch. 


Clayton Lampham and his Red Hus- 
sars are giving the concerts, with band 
split to allow a quintet to supply the 
tunes in the arena. Mildred O’Done, 
soprano, solos before the start of the 
circus and will no doubt draw big trade 
out here.

president of the union, offered to go 
along for the balance of the season and 
until contracts were made in September 
at time and a half. This tentative pro- 
posal has been accepted for the time be- 
ing by Hon Nickels, who operates the 
Gayety, the only burlesque house in 
Baltimore. As soon as the time and a 
half proposition was offered to the three 
theaters, two took immediate action. 
Keith’s gave the men the necessary two 
weeks’ notice, and the Hippodrome did 
the same. Saxon, of the Century, is in 
a rather unique position. His contract 
calls for $66 per week for each of the 
musicians and the week does not stipu- 
late any particular number of working 
days. Saxon must give four weeks’ no- 
tice to his men and this he did not do. 
Saxon, altho acting for the Loew in- 
terests, has complete power and he is 
using it with commendable sanity. He 
stands ready to go along with Schanber- 
ger and Rappaport. He has not insisted 
upon the legal construction of his con- 
tract and has offered the men $77 for 
the week's work, This has been refused 
by the union. 

The question in Baltimore is attracting 
widespread interest since it places the 
houses that are using flesh directly on 
the spot. Projectionists and stagehands 
are satisfied with single time. If the 
musicians are dealt with on other terms, 
further trouble is plainly seen in the 
offing. Business has been tough and in- 
creasing admission charge to meet the 
proposed extra expense is not even being 
considered. Even the optimists cannot 
see an improvement in the gate over the 
summer weeks and none of the houses 
are in a position to meet the union de- 
mand. Baltimore musicians are receiving 
the same wage that they pulled down 
three years ago when the business was at 
its peak. General conditions have swung 
public sentiment over to the side of the 
theaters in the controversy, and this 
sentiment is sufficiently valuable to the 
houses that the question of importing 
non-union musicians for the jobs has not 
been very seriously considered. The 
union claims that it has shown a willing. 
ness to compromise the matter by waiv- 
ing rights to double time and agreeing 
to accept time and a half.
